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With the lining inside? Or the lining outside? For how you fold 
your coat reveals a great deal about you—your values, your 
attitude toward yourself in relation to society. 

If you carry your coat lining folded inward you are trying to 
keep clean the part that is worn next to your person. If you fold 
your coat with the lining out, it indicates that you care 

more about keeping the outside clean, and that the cleanness of the

For superficial good impressions are, in the last analysis, 
ephemeral and too likely to be false and fickle. 

Apply this principle concretely. Is your living room better 
furnished than your bedroom? Is your daily china less beau- 
tiful than your company china? If you answer yes, we

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Il of us want a nice home—for many reasons. Personal comfort is one of them. 

So is a desire to have the admiration and envy of our fellow men. Sometimes, 

one of these motivating desires gets out of balance with the others. Then home becomes 

a showplace—a symbol of social status and wealth—and the family become slaves 

to their possessions. In other families the desire for comfort may predominate to 

such an extent that appearance is neglected, and they are robbed of the joyful, chest- 
swelling experience called “pride of possession.” 

Somewhere between these two extremes lies the ideal. The home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Harold Ruben, of Beverly Hills, Calif., shown on these six pages, is a fine example 
of an equitable balance between comfort and appearance. For the house invites the 
most expansive kind of good living. Yet the Rubens are not slaves to their possessions. 
As Mr. Ruben puts it: “We live for ourseives and not for our neighbors’ okay.” The 


principles that make this a good home are applicable to everyone, everywhere. 
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1. In houses that are really lived in, there usually 
develops a much-used room that is frequently not the 
living room. This is so in the Ruben house. Dining 
room, porch, and screened terrace (one room in charac- 
ter if not in name) exerts this pull on the Ruben family. 


2. The sturdiness of this dining room invites hard wear 
and relaxed behavior. When son Jerry wants to enter- 
tain around the barbecue and built-in bar, the family 
retire to their other living room and fireside. Another 
example of the popular double-purpose dining room. 


3. Study plan at right to see how this room is really 
the heart of the house, geographically as well as social- 
ly. At right of fireplace is a spit and grate for cooking 
and barbecuing. Many a meal is cooked here. On warm 
days doors fold to unite porch, terrace, and room. 


4. The informal, comfortable character of this room 1s 
achieved through the use of sturdy, unostentatious ma- 
terials such as bright calico, brick, pine paneling, 
leather, braided rugs, Early American antiques. Even 
the tablecloths are calico, matching the drapery fabric.

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1. A modern kitchen doesn’t have to be a shiny, sterile 
laboratory to be modern.

5. The walk-in pot-and-pan closet, lined with Monel 
metal, is so shelved that it holds a vast assortment of 
utensils and equipment—yet the cook doesn’t have ‘to 
move anything to get at something else.

There are houses all 
over America suffering from the same kind of gloomy porch ugli- 
ness which alittle imagination could cure. Tearing out ten heavy 
columns and stuffy balusters creates a sense of space and airiness. 


They were aided by the able hand of Howard 
Major, architect, and the decorating skill of Rose- 
mary Dudley, Inc. : 

One of the first things Mr. Major corrected was 
the wasteful entrance into the living room from the 


front hall. Here wide double doors destroyed the 





room’s privacy, canceled any good furniture arrange- 
ment. Making a smaller entrance at the side pro- 
duced the new wall pictured on the opposite page. 
Note how floral wallpaper borders frame this sofa 
group and define the ceiling line. Shiny black floors 
are a foil for luminous white walls, white cotton 
rugs, and a pair of small pink sofas before the fire- 
place (not shown). One of the axioms of Mrs. Jef- 
ferson and Miss Dudley is that no one should stand 
in awe of mahogany. If a piece of furniture can 
play a gayer role painted white, then one should 
rush out the paint brushes. Much of the furniture 
in this house has that fresh-as-paint look. 
Characteristic, too, are the flowers everywhere. 


| Chintz blooms somewhere in each room. The em- 





phasis on blue, green, pinks and reds is consistent 
through the house, and is enhanced by the clouds of 
blue hydrangeas that flourish at the seashore. To 
further compliment the house, the gardens are 
planted only with flowers that are blue, lavender, 
purple, or pink, and with masses of cool white, so

An account of how House Beautiful’s Editor 
went prospecting for vacation homes. She

y its very definition, a part-time summer home is 
supposed to be an escape device—a way to leave 
behind the pressure of civilization’s noises, smells, and 
duties. To most people this means getting close to Nature. 
But as the automobile has pushed highways into 
remote places, it has been harder to find land for sum- 
mer homes that is still unsullied by man’s defacing hand, 
and yet accessible for week-end use. 
House BEAUTIFUL, after two years’ research into this 
problem, is ready to say that we believe the light plane

amphibian plane is the most likely answer, since most 
vacation homes are on water. But if you have a water 
base near your permanent home, you can get along 
nicely with a not-so-expensive seaplane. 

One of your Editor’s week-end flights is a good case 
in point—a trip from a New York suburb on the 
Hudson River to a remote lake in Canada. We made a 
400-mile trip in four hours’ flying time, while our hosts 
came 80 miles from Montreal in four hours by the only 
other available transportation, a combination of train, 
auto, and boat. The lake—Lac Commandant within the 
preserves of the Seigniory Club in the Province of 
Quebec—can be reached only by boat or air. 

Traveling in a “Seabee” amphibian by Republic, we 
had the facilities of both a boat and a plane, which 
meant we docked and anchored like a boat, fished out 
of the nose, taxied like a speed boat, yet flew like an 
airplane. The cabin where we stayed is hidden deep in 
the wild woods, and is seen in picture at lower right.

Good living needn’t be thrown to the winds just because 
you want the peace of Nature. This log house of the Murray Chipmans 
on Lac Commandant, Quebec, shows how the amenities may be 


observed even though the furnishings had to come in by motorboat 


I. The Chipmans wanted to deface the Canadian 
woods as little as possible when they built their log 
house, so they tucked it in among trees and steep 
slopes without doing any real grading or fancy walk- 
building. The exposed foundation on the lower slope 
is filled in with a solid row of thin saplings. Worth 
copying is the ventilator grille in the gable end. 


3. The “Seabee” riding at anchor, seen through the 
“view-window” on the front of the house. Note 
twin trees that grow close to the. window. Then 
look at the photograph at right and see how the roof 
overhang was cut to provide space for the tree to 
extend through the eave. Nowhere on the entire 
lakefront do you see any sign of human habitation. 
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2. Key spot in Chipman house is the truly handsom 
living room, with its fine stone fireplace and paint- 
ing, and the extremely good hooked rug by the 
Habitant craftsmen. Good night light is provided 
throughout the house by Aladdin lamps. Exposed 
log rafters make the structural work decorative. Ar- 
chitect for the house was P. Roy Wilson of Montreal. 


4. Log siding of British Columbia fir was left nat- 
ural and varnished. All trim is a faded blue with 
touches of Canadian Provincial detailing. House is 
opened by guides from the Seigniory Club and 
stocked with provisions so the Chipmans can settle 
down to rest and fish immediately upon arrival at 


their rustic retreat. Guides have own bunk house.

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1. The way the Chipmans solved the problem of stored valuables 
during the long winter, safe from rodents and burglars, is worth 
putting in your vacation house notebook. They lined a big closet 
(all six sides) off the living room with heavy-gauge galvanized 
iron, put heavy-duty hardware and locks on the door. There 
they store all valuables and furnishings that might invite rodents 
to make a meal. Not a bad idea as a fire retardant, either. 


2. By using the facilities of modern science the Chipmans were 
able to have running water in kitchen and bathrooms, even 
without expensive water systems. They pump tested water from 
the lake with a Johnson “Chore-Horse” (gasoline fueled) to a 
60-gallon storage tank located on a hill above the house. This 
gives enough pressure to flush the toilet and serve water 
faucets. Such a system does not require expensive installation. 


3. One end of the guides’ bunk house is equipped with three 
bunks so it can be used for guests or a maid. Spreads and rug 
are handmade by the Canadian Habitant craftsmen. Walls are 
made of knotty pine and wallboard. Drawers under one bunk 





are to hold extra blankets. Chipmans have a great penchant for 
puns, so name of this bunk house is “Pest House,” and the name 
of log house is “Bedside Manor,” sometimes called “Shilly Chalet.”

e have come to realize that beauty in the 
things with which we are surrounded is 
important, not only in bringing pleasure to the 
senses, but also in increasing the efficiency and 
the ease with which we humans perform the 
tasks assigned to us. Beauty, like charity, should 


begin at home, that very personal spot where

each of us is free to express his own ideas of 
taste and comfort in his own individual way. 

Of recent years the best design talent in the 
country has been called upon to create beau- 
tiful things for homes. It has concentrated largely 
on those that call for decorative effect, but now 
even the most humble are receiving similar de- 
sign attention. Today many of the pots and pans 
we use in preparing the inevitable three meals 
a day have reached the point where they deserve 
to be called things of beauty. 

And this is as it should be. Pots and pans are 
handled dozens of times a day and when they 
have real beauty, added to the engineering know- 
how necessary for sound performance and easy 
maintenance, cooking tasks seem easier and go 
faster. There is another point to be considered, 
too. Kitchens themselves now can compete in 
decorative quality with living rooms and_bed- 
rooms. To do these kitchens justice, pots and 
pans should be good-looking, too. In a manner 
of speaking, they are accessories for the kitchen, 
like the lamps and pictures and bibelots in the 
living room. They should be selected with as 
much care. 

The pots and pans on the facing page, in our 
estimation, represent great beauty and high func- 
tion. They have beautiful line, good balance, tine 
finishes. They are a pleasure to look at, a delight 
to work with. We hope you like them, and the 
others on pages 96 and 97, and give them a 


place of honor on your kitchen shelves.

e don’t as a rule talk much about periods 
in furniture because the very word evokes 
the painful picture of women by the thousands 
struggling to find “authentic” electric lamps for 
Cape Cod living rooms and “correct” refrigerators for 
Colonial kitchens. We would rather not perpetuate 
the fetish of authenticity. What seems important to 
us is good design. For good design is timeless, no 
matter how many “circa” tags it has hung on it. 
French Provincial furniture is a fair example of 
good design that has been victimized by period propa- 
ganda. Most people like its graceful curves and re- 
strained ornament. But most people, conditioned by 
the what-goes-with-what lists and the sticklers for 
historical authenticity, see it only as the natural 
companion of the plaid ruffle and the copper kettle, 
a sort of symbol of the simple life. But suppose you 
like the furniture but balk at living, authentically, 
with calico and copper?

ways, but with the same pieces of French Provin- 
cial furniture. In each case you can see how the 
same room with the same furniture experiences a 
change of atmosphere, according to the fabrics, colors, 
and accessories used in it. Your own judgment will 
tell you how much you can trust the old legend that 
French Provincial is strictly rural as a haymow. 

These rooms, however, do more than ‘blast the 
authenticity bogie. They have put this furniture to 
the test of good design. None of these four settings, 
not even the informal living room and bedroom, hew 
to authenticity. Yet it is worth noting how smoothly 


the furniture takes its place with a variety of other 





furnishings which are certainly out of its time—with 
string rugs or sculptured carpet, with satin or mod- 
ern printed cotton, with elegant china figurines or 
typically provincial earthenware. In the informal 
bedroom, for instance, you are certainly unaware of 
a 200-year lag between the curving headboard and 
the figured bedspread.

This idea is not new, but such smooth concealment of 
the modern version, shown here, is in direct contrast 
to the fearsome, overpowering folding bed of half a 
century ago which stole the thunder from the rest of the 
room with terrifying emphasis. The fold-up bed at 
right retires modestly behind a door-like panel set in 
the center of a decorative book wall. Its supporting legs 
fold, when not in use, beneath the top molding and 
become part of the trim. 

Flanking triple chests of drawers possess their own 
good secrets in a concealed make-up table complete with 
mirror, an adequate desk and storage drawers. This kind 
of engineering could produce a library, guest room, or a 


bed-sitting room to keep your teen-ager happy. 
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Muorescent light concealed in the window valance and in the

5. In the bedroom, the versatile Mr. Pahlmann takes 
one stock-painted dresser, lines it up with one stock 
chest of drawers, dusts their united front with his ar- 
resting trompe loeil, and produces the effect of an 
important piece of furniture which provides full stor- 
age space, yet maintains the fiction of a sitting room. 
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4 Beds in 2 Rooms 


1. Decorator Pahlmann again explodes the prewar 
myth that two rooms, to be comfortable, automati- 
cally limit your sleeping capacity to two. His distin- 
guished version of beds-in-the-parlor allows the Rob- 
ert Honeymans to house sudden guests in a living 
room that gives no hint of its bedroom function. 


2. The sleeping facilities are so well masked that 
the “bedroom” serves un-selfconsciously as a second 
living room with ample seating. Good use is made 
of a narrow room by putting one bed on opposite 
wall, not shown, which allows a traffic aisle be- 
tween them.

ost persons think of frozen fruits merely 
i the dessert sauce or shortcake kind of 
dinner companion. Actually, whenever or 
wherever food is a part of the social scene, 
frozen fruits—both plain and fancy—adapt 
themselves to the occasion and the moment, 
setting a modern pace to which everyone 
acquiesces. They make everything taste better 
by the sheer power of their own superiority. 

A rainbow-colored frozen fruit block, float- 
ing in the punch bowl, becomes a_ pivotal 
point around which cocktail talk flows freely 
and merrily. An ayocado shell heaped with 
tangy salad or sweet dessert embellishes even 
state affairs with a down-to-earth realism as it 
reveals the wonders of the new world of food 


preservation.

Of course, you know by now that we are not 
talking about the average fruit you buy in a 


package, already frozen. But we are talking 
about the kind of fruits you can freeze your- 
self. Superb concoctions made up from fresh 
fruit which you pick from your own trees 
or bushes, select personally from the best 
fruit markets, or have shipped to you directly 
from the sun-drenched orchards where they 
are grown. 

Most growers will take special care in 
selecting fruit from their orchards if they 
know you want it for freezing purposes. 
Growers of tree-ripened Temple or Valencia 
oranges in Florida or California will pick 
and ship fruit delicacies to reach you in their 
prime perfection, as will the growers of pink, 
sweet-meated grapefruit in Louisiana and 
Texas; of Muscat or Thompson Seedless 
grapes in northern California, Washington, 
or Oregon; of peaches in Maryland or Georgia. 

You will want perfect specimens for freez- 
ing. It is possible to deal directly with grow- 
ers of almost any fruit you wish to freeze 
except figs. Figs freeze satisfactorily only 
when picked from the tree dead ripe, and at 
this stage of their maturity they do not 
ship very well. (Continued on page 117)

Ms: F. writes me from Seattle, 
Washington, to ask: “How does 
one choose music to listen to? I 
don’t mean music at concerts—the 
few times I do go to a concert I 
am usually willing to listen to 
whatever is played.

Let’s dismiss quickly the twice- 
told and easy answer that music 
is a personal choice, that the choice 
depends, like the people you fall 
in love with, on your personal taste 
and that, therefore, no general sug- 
gestions can be made. It is, of 
course, true that the choice of your 
music depends on your personal 
taste. So does the choice of your 
books, furniture and desserts. 

But it is equally true that before 
your taste can, so to speak, make 
up its mind, you have to set a 
selection before it. And that selec- 
tion would, by common sense, be 
made among those pieces of music 
which have appealed to many.

packed in tub-, cup- or cubical- 
shaped freezing containers and cov- 
ered with a freezing syrup, allow- 
ing about %4-inch space at the top 
for freezing expansion. 


Freezing syrup may be made by 
dissolving granulated sugar in boil- 
ing water and allowing the mixture 
to cool before using it on the fruit. 
A much easier, and in some ways 
better, method is to mix cold water 
with the new, extra-sweet corm 
syrup called Sweetose White Syrup. 
The use of this syrup results in a 
plumper, more firm, whole fruit of 
high gloss and beauty and truer 
fruit flavor. We specify its use in 
the freezing directions given below. 
Fruit has a tendency to float in 
syrup. To keep it submerged, crush 
a piece of waterproof paper and 
place it between fruit and lid of 
the carton. 


Apples: Select firm winter ap- 
ples of a good pie variety. Peel, 
core, slice 44-inch thick. Prepare a 
quantity, keeping slices in a light 
brine (1 tablespoon salt per gallon 
water). Next, steam-blanch by plac- 
ing about one pound of slices in 
wire mesh basket on low rack over 
boiling water in kettle with tight- 
fitting lid, keeping heat high so ket- 
tle is filled with active steam. 
Steam-blanch for 90 seconds, then 
immediately immerse in running 
cold water until slices are cool. 
Pack in quart freezing containers 
(enough for one pie) to within one 
inch of top, cover with Sweetose 
White Syrup (as it comes from the 
jar without diluting it).

The 2,4-D sprays are also ideal 
for “weeding” lawns, since broad- 
leaf weeds succumb to them; but 
most grasses are immune. Eight 
fluid ounces of the average 2,4-D 
concentrate makes eight gallons of 
spray solution, an amount that will 
effectively cover 1,600 square feet 
of lawn for about one dollar.

easily lifted with a spading fork and are divided into sections, each con- 
taining from one to three fans of leaves. Trim the leaves back half way 
with pruning shears to compensate for root loss in transplanting. If the 


weather is dry, water them once a week. 


In a garden near St. Lowis we noticed dozens of clumps of the lovely 
July-flowering bulb, Lycoris squamigera, hardy amaryllis. The owner 
told us that, instead of planting the bulbs the prescribed six inches 
below the surface, she sets them out with their necks just under the 
surface. As a result they multiply rapidly, and bloom profusely. 


Don’t make hard work of pruning your rambler roses. You can prune 


each with but half a dozen cuts. The quickest way to prune a rambler- 


rose is to loosen all of the canes from the trellis. Then cut away most 
of the old canes at ground level, but retain a few to relieve the bareness 
of the trellis until the new shoots are fully grown. The new shoots are 
the ones that will produce the best flowers next season. 

The large-flowered climbers do not produce as manv shoots at the 
base of the plants as the ramblers. For this reason, in pruning these 
roses, remove only the oldest canes. This is more of a thinning process, 
but if not done each year, these plants will very soon become a tangled 


mass of thorny canes. 


In most parts of the country, July is a dry month and you will. need 
to supplement natural rainfall. Watering is as important for your lawn 
as for borders to replace the thousands of gallons of water that evapo- 
rate from leaves. Without moisture, grass plants go dormant. 

Don’t cut the grass too short or too often either. The grass needs siz- 
able leaves to produce food for building up the roots so they can extend 
deeper into the soil for more water and nutrients. If you cut off the 


leaves, roots can’t go after the water the leaves need—a vicious circle! 


In the Northwest, July is the one month of the year when the line on 
the rainfall chart takes a mighty dip and almost completely disappears. 
For a spot in the garden that is hard to water try Gaura lindheimeri. In 
summer it bears dainty pink flowers on two-foot spikes which grow 
above rather light foliage. 


Summer droughts in sections of the Rocky Mountains and Great Plain 
states many times do not justify regular mowed lawn areas. Some of the 
native grasses may be established to give a lawn effect which will require 
little or no watering or mowing. Buffalo grass and wheat grass are often 
used for this purpose in the plains and foothill areas. In the mountain 
areas bluegrass and Dutch clover will often naturalize and require very 
little attention. Even beds of dandelions may be beautiful when you 
see them in the mountain meadows. 


Ormonde, Florida, will in the near future be worthy of the title, “City 
of Daylilies.”

hen you want the privacy and dignity of a big 

estate, but you own only a 60-foot-wide lot on a 
much-traveled street, you need to find a new approach to 
house planning. For obviously the familiar formula of 
a rectangular house set down in the middle of the lot 
isn’t going to produce privacy—except indoors with the 
blinds drawn. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harry Myers, of Seattle, had just this 
problem. They solved it by using a different approach— 
an approach which we predict will become more popular 
as owners of small lots see how it increases the useful- 


ness of a site, gives real privacy, and allows them to have 





THE FRONT OF THE HOUSE is cet. well back from the 
street to get away from the whoosh of traffic. Front door, at 
left. admits one to a tiny garden courtyard and isn’t the 


front door at all, permitting the front hall to use much glass. 
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big, floor-to-ceiling windows shielded from prying eyes. 

The Myers house was designed by Pietro Belluschi, of 
Portland, Oregon, around an inner court. It turns its back 
on the street and the neighbors and looks inward on a 
completely-private, enclosed, paved garden. All major 
rooms look into this charming spot. The Myers got equally 
good landscape advice from John Grant, and planted this 
inner court with casual but interesting plant material. 
Only plants requiring little care were used, so the court 
always looks in top-notch condition, as required by such 
a close-up, intimate thing. The court is also a sunpocket 


—a boon in chilly Seattle and similar climates.

he moment she opened her mouth I knew that she 

came from Vassar. She spoke in that truculent, 
dogmatic tone so many graduates from that college 
affect; and she had about her la grande maniere, as if 
she were especially ordained to go through life demand- 
ing to see the manager.

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How to MAKE WAR 


on MOSQUITOES 


You can get rid of mosquitoes if you make it 


a community fight. This article tells you how 


by wilh LZ Uucas— 


ummertime—mosquito-time! Are the two words synony- 

mous in your community? When the murky days of 
summer arrive, and people want to sit on their porches and 
catch the faint-stirring breezes, outdoor life is made miserable 
in many parts of the country by a singing and a biting. Or, 
even in a screened bedroom, the whir of wings distracts 
would-be sleepers. 

Is yours one of these places? If it is, how do you regard it? 
As inevitable, like drought or a scourge of grasshoppers? Or 
as something that needn’t be, if you and your neighbors did 
something about it? 

Mosquitoes need not be borne with resignation. Forty-five 
years of experience in this country have proved that the pests 
can be eliminated, or so cut down in numbers that they don’t 
figure as constant warm-weather irritants. Following the lead 
of New Jersey and California, the first states to inaugurate 
widespread community control of mosquitoes, some 72 counties 
in the United States now have mosquito control units within 
their local governments. But it is estimated that at least a hundred 
more counties have such thriving mosquito populations that 
something ought to be done—at once—to exterminate the 
diabolical nuisances. 

Is your home county one of these? 

“Mosquitoes are dangerous foes as well as inveterate tor- 
mentors,” says H. H. Stage, president of the American Mosquito 
Control Association. “They are known to carry five serious 
diseases: malaria, yellow fever, dengue (or breakbone fever), 
filariasis (called elephantiasis in its later manifestations), and 
epidemic virus encephalitis or sleeping sickness.”

watting and screening will never rid your home of 
mosquitoes. You have to stop their development— 
eradicate them in their most vulnerable (aquatic) 
stage, before they can fly. Here’s what you can do 
at home to prevent mosquitoes: 


1. Do away with all standing water 


around your home 


Mfosquitoes breed, sometimes as rapidly as in four 
days’ time, in still, non-flowing water. Even a little bit 
of it will produce hundreds of mosquitoes if the 
weather is warm. Check the following and do some- 
thing about them: 

(a) Tin cans which collect rain—punch holes in them 
or flatten them. 

(b) Paint buckets—turn upside down. 

(c) Old automobile tires whose warm, dank insides 
are perfect breeding places—cut them up. 

(d) Garbage cans, moist on the bottom—keep them 
tightly covered. 





(e) Forgotten pots, pans, even old overshoes—have 
them carted off. 

(f) Puddles in the basement—sweep them up or, if 
that is impossible, pour oil or oil-based DDT mix- 
tures on them. 

(g) Unchanged water in flower vases—change it 
daily to be sure that no mosquitoes breed. 


2. Cover all rain barrels with screening 


That is, if you can’t eliminate them entirely, of course. 


3. Seal all breaks and cracks in 
cesspool covers 


Check your cesspool cover to make sure it is tight 
enough to prevent the entrance of mosquitoes. If you 
have a mosquito control office in your county, tele- 
phone for an inspector to advise you on how to do 
this for best results, 


4. Stock ornamental pools on your 
property with little fish 


Hf you have a pool that doesn’t provide drainage for 
constant change of water, minnows and small fish of 
almost all kinds are your friends. They eat the mos- 
quito larvae who live just under the surface of the 
water. Large fish usually are bottom-feeders and won’t 
do the job. Minnows feed near the top and are ex- 
cellent mosquito controllers. In some places you can 
get these fish free of charge from the mosquito con- 
trol office of your area. Don’t hand-feed goldfish who 
live outdoors in summer; let them seek their natural

mum so fish will be able to reach larvae. 


o. Clean out all clogged roof gutters 


and provide drainage for flat roofs 


Wes, mosquitoes can breed even in the small amount 
of water held in one position by leaves, twigs. etc., 
in your gutters. Unless you keep a close eye on gut- 
ters, you may be producing mosquitoes right on the 
top of your own house. 


6. Report all standing water in streets 
around your home 


Water collecting in catch basins at corners of curbs 
is an excellent breeding spot for mosquitoes. Call 
your mosquito control office, if you have one. Call the 
Health or Street Cleaning Department, if you haven't. 
Also keep an eye out for water standing in irrigation 
ditches, building excavations, etc., and call it to the 
attention of those in charge of the work when you 
find rain has been allowed to stand for more than a 
day or two at the most. 


7. Sereen your house thoroughly 


This will help keep adult mosquitoes out of your 
living quarters, but won’t cut down on their produc- 
tion somewhere in your neighborhood. 


8. Spray the inside of your house early in 


summer with DDT 


Especially the windows and doors, covering the screen 
with a film. DDT mixtures, used indoors, have a resid- 
ual effect for several months. Mosquitoes and _ flies 
may come in when you open doors, but once they 
have rested on the DDT-sprayed surface, they will 
die. Be sure you cover thoroughly all corners, pro- 
jecting beams, lighting fixtures. Do it again, if you 
live in a warm climate, in early autumn. 


9. Get and use the new, 


pleasant-smelling repellents 


Do it while your program to eliminate breeding 
places develops. 

There are excellent repellents today—effective and 
no longer distasteful to the nostrils nor irritating to 
the skin. They are boons to a mosquito-ridden com- 
munity, but should be used as stop-gaps only.

he time-tested formula for rejuvenating a room is a coat of paint 

and a good dose of wallpaper. But some rooms defy such 
simple methods. If you live in a house that was built in the Twenties, 
you know the futility of applying wallpaper to those elaborately 
textured plaster walls, unless the plaster has first been chiseled off. 
You know that wallpapered walls which were once paneled with molding 
strips have a way of showing their molding marks through the 
paper. And you certainly know the frustration of attempting to bring 
a room up to date when it is bedizened with niches and side lights. 

But see how Mr. and Mrs. Vernon Sears used plywood to oblit-

ntertaining shouldn’t stop just because the thermometer gets out 

of hand. You need social contact in the summer almost more than 
in other seasons—if only to divert you from too close contemplation 
of the all-absorbing heat. 

Fast-moving, scintillating parties are all right for crisp fall days or 
sharp winter evenings. But when temperatures are in the nineties, they 
seem as inappropriate as wool bed socks. The languor of summer calls 
for parties with a minuet rhythm, not a foxtrot pace.

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f you have looked with unfulfilled longing at the 

luscious illustrations in fuchsia catalogs, take heart. 
Fuchsias flourish under practically the same conditions 
as tuberous begonias that are now grown by gardeners all 
over the country. 

You can grow fuchsias as bedding and pot plants wher- 
ever you live, and if your garden is in the West or parts 
of the South, you can enjoy them as real shrubs and 
espaliers. Like tuberous begonias, fuchsias will give you 
the -satisfaction of abundant bloom all summer in loca- 
tions that are too shaded to permit most plants to flower. 
Give them a position protected from sun and wind; a 
lath house gives excellent protection in dry, hot areas. 


There are dozens of fascinating forms and color com-

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binations in the fuchsia. They range from pure white 
through the spectrum, with the exception of true blue and 
true yellow. California growers, who are chiefly respon- 
sible for the revival in interest in this old-fashioned 
flower, list as many as 200 varieties and two dozen species. 

The ideal climate for outdoor fuchsia culture is that 
along the Pacific Coast ocean strip from San Diego to 
Vancouver, B, C. In other words, most of these plants 
(they are sizable shrubs in their native haunts of South 
and Central America and New Zealand) need a mild 
climate and moisture during their growing season, with 
a cool, relatively dry period for winter dormancy. Else- 
where you can grow fine specimens by producing arti- 
ficially the conditions that suit the plants. In the hot, 
dry sections of the Middle West, for instance, give 
fuchsias almost complete shade and pay careful attention 
to keeping their roots damp. 

Gardeners in many parts of the country can look for 
success outdoors with a fairly hardy species of fuchsia. 
It is the magellanica, with such varieties as Alba and 
Riccartoni, which are listed by Eastern, Middle Western,

How to Do It 

There are, roughly, four ways to 
protect yourself from mosquitoes: 
) 1. Keep them out by screening 
our house, making sure your 
‘creens are at least 14 meshes to 
e inch one way, 18 to the inch the 
other way; by sleeping under mos- 
juito netting and by wearing veils 
ind gloves when you venture out 
Lfter nightfall. 

2. Drive them away by spraying

vith space repellents such as pyre-

plants, fish, or waterfowl. 

3. Cut tall grass near buildings 


luring the day away from the direct 
rays of the sun, and from which 
hey come out to attack the unwary 
one who disturbs their resting place. 
4. Remove their breeding places 


cleaning out or treating all slow- 
moving streams, ponds, creeks, or 
stocking them with little fish. (See

Obviously, the only really effi- 


hy Get Rid of Mosquitoes? | 


cient way to do it is by removing 
their breeding places. Not only are 
swatting, spraying, and screening 
dreadful chores and bores, but they 
won't fill the bill in any. place 
where mosquitoes keep on breed- 
ing within flying distance of your 
home. Like smoke, mosquitoes can 
be blown into your community 
from many miles away. And their 
capacity for reproduction is so 
prodigious that as fast as you elim- 
inate one batch a new, and perhaps 
larger, colony has hatched out and 
is upon you. 

Control authorities classify mos- 
quitoes according to their breeding 
places. There are many kinds, in- 
cluding salt-marsh breeders, fresh- 
water breeders, and house mosqui- 
toes. Even under the most perfect 
control conditions, which do not 
exist anywhere, of course, you 
would always have to keep control 
of the house-breeding kind—and 
this means knowing all of the spots 
around your home where mosqui- 
toes are being born. 

But you can’t possibly, as a sin- 
gle individual, locate and regular- 
ly inspect every possible breeding 
place in your community where 
lady mosquitoes (the only ones 
who bite, incidentally) Jay their 
eggs. You couldn’t drain or ditch 
all the marshes, swamps, stagnant 
pools in your neighborhood, or 
stock its streams and ponds with 


fish which eat mosquito larvae. 


It’s a technical job to treat the 
surfaces of slow-moving bodies of 
water with fuel oil, Paris green, or 
DDT mixtures, and to spray public 
places such as parks. beaches, and 
picnic grounds with insect-killing 
mists generated by special ground- 
spraying machines or sprayed from 
airplanes. 

Real control -of mosquitoes in- 
volves all that—thus, it must be a 
community project, if it is to be 


successful. This requires a thorough | 


survey of your community, a plan 
based on what is found in the way 
of existing breeding places, a 
trained staff of mosquito warriors, 
and a 


tax-supported budget to 


make the necessary work possible. 


Have You Such a Unit in 
Your Community? 

You probably don’t know. Most 
people don’t, unless the mosquito 
control unit has been unusually 
active in telling its story, as is true 
in Nassau County, New York, in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, and in many 
counties of New Jersey. But you 
can find out and take action, where 
it is indicated. 

First, ask your local Board of

3. Get clubs and groups of citi- 
zens to agitate for a community 
control unit, signing petitions, if 
necessary, to your State Legisla- 
ture for an enabling law to allow 
you to set up such a service in your 
city or county. 

4. Enlist the support of local 
newspapers and radio stations. 

3. Urge a separate department 
for mosquito work. The experience 
of those 72 units already in exis- 
tence shows that only when the 
work is independent of other sani- 
tary and health work, the budget 
will not be interfered with and 
manpower will be kept to neces- 
sary levels when other important 
projects appear to be more press- 
ing to those handling the funds. 

6. Be willing to pay a small 
amount in extra taxes to support 
the work. It doesn’t cost as much 
as you might think. In Salt Lake 
City, where before 1930 mosquitoes 
made the pleasantest time of the 
year a constant discouragement to 
tourists and residents alike, it costs 
30 cents per $1,800 property valua- 
tion—or less than a dollar a year 


for most property owners—to have

Mosquito-Fighting Pays Off

Thomas D. Mulhern, of the State

about $10,000,000 to rid itself of 
mosquitoes, with an increase of 
$900,000,000 in property values, as 
indicated by tax valuations, in ex- 
cess of normal increases. 

There are still some mosquitoes 
in New Jersey. of course. But today 
the average “catch” in night traps 
in one of the 17 controlled areas is 
from-10 to 24 mosquitoes, while a 
maximum night catch in one of the 
uncontrolled counties along the 
Delaware Bay shore is 10,000 mos- 
quitoes. That makes a sizable dif- 
ference in the after-work hours of 
the people who live in the con- 
trolled areas.

A Two-Barreled War 

You may not be aware of the 
necessity for a war on mosquitoes 
until something happens to intensi- 
fy your discomfort, such as a storm 
that makes breeding places of your 
golf courses and flooded streets, 
and choked waterways.

This hardy Fuchsia magellan- 
ica is a little shrub rarely over 
three feet tall in the North, with 
slender, pendant red and purple 
flowers that are relatively unpre- 
tentious in spite of their abun- 
dance. If you live in a latitude south 
of Philadelphia, you can grow it 
without winter protection in a semi- 
shaded location. ; 

Other fuchsia species that are 
relatively hardy include the serra- 
tifolia and macrostemma_ alba. 
Short-tubed red and purple varie- 
ties, too, are relatively resistant to 
cold. In sections where roots, but 
not tops, are hardy, fuchsias are 
cut back to the ground each spring, 
as is done with buddleias in many 
parts of the country. Elsewhere 
fuchsias are grown as_ bedding 
plants. 

Wherever you live, the culture 
of fuchsias outdoors is the same. 
As in the case of tuberous begonias, 
you should pick for fuchsias a 
location that is shaded from the 
midday sun, but with enough sun- 
light in the morning or late after- 
noon to encourage flowering. Add 
plenty of well-rotted manure and 
leaf mold to the soil and prepare 
a deep bed as for any shrub, 

Once planted, the roots should 
never be allowed to dry out. Add 
a mulch of leaf mold, peat moss 
or leaves and see that the plants 
are watered during dry spells. To 
insure atmospheric moisture—nec- 
essary for producing the best speci- 
mens—make a regular practice of 
spraying foliage with water in the 
evening or early morning. Daily 
syringings also serve the purpose 
of keeping down thrips, white fly, 
red spider mite, and the few other 
pests that sometimes attack. 

You may, in addition, have to 
spray three or four times a Summer 
with pyrethrum, rotenone, or nico-

Since August and September can be very dry 
bnths, plan to locate the seed beds near a ready hose connection. 
me form of shade for the beds is highly desirable, too, since heat 
5m the sun evaporates a great deal of water. 


Delphiniums do not last long in the middle and lower South, but 
? annual crop can be had by planting them in August and coddling 
j2 plants to get sizable ones by spring. If some of the best plants 
n be set into a cold frame during December, January, and part of 
bruary, they will be ready to set into the perennial border at least 
) March for May flowering. Where it is not too hot, and where extra 
tering is possible, you can pull these plants through the summer, 
{ it is usually more satisfactory to start new plants each August for 
\2 following season. 






August weather in Zone 3 is not conducive to active gardening, but 
ore are a few things that must be done, and these may be accom- 
shed early in the morning or toward twilight. 

First, control chinch bugs, active in St. Augustine grass in hot 
Jather. One good method of control is to dust with a nicotine dust. 
ver an area somewhat larger than that which is yellow, and repeat 
a week or so. Remember that nicotine volatilizes rapidly and that 
bright, hot day is requisite for a good kill, 

Chrysanthemums should be carefully tied to the square wooden 
\ kes that were driven beside each plant last month. Several patented 
mt supports are for sale in your seed store, but for top quality blos- 
ms on good straight stems, nothing is better than square wooden 
es dipped in green stain to make them less conspicuous. 

‘Final pinches for most varieties must be made early this month, 
d if you are growing large-flowered "mums, you will want to disbud 
im by carefully removing every little bud as soon as it pushes out 
each leaf. The terminal remains, of course, to become the showy 
,)bular flower. 


1 Northwest gardeners sow seed of cineraries this month for next 
4 ison’s plants. As soon as the seedlings are above ground, keep a 
‘itch for curled and bumpy surfaces on leaves. This usually indicates 
Hus disease that results in loss of leaves in mature plants.

Mistorical Churches 
\s a timely reminder of the faith 


that strenethened our forebears in a 


troubled era, you should tour Vir- 
ginia’s famous colonial churches. 

By the time of the Revolution, some- 
thing like 100 parishes and 250 
churches and chapels had been estab- 
lished in the Colony under the law 
by the Church of England. Of these, 
about 38 churches are still standing 
and are owned and used by the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, and about 
a dozen more are being used by other 
religious bodies. 

All rank emong the most interesting 
of Virginia’s colonial buildings, with 
St. John’s Church in Richmond, in 
particular, still seeming to echo the 
voice of Patrick Henry and his ring- 
ing challenge of “liberty or death.” 


Alaska’s Russian Cathedral 

While we’re speaking of churches, 
it might be well to remember that 
Sitka, Alaska, is the site of the old 
Russian Cathedral of St. Michael and 
its protected, priceless old Russian 
church treasures. 

The bell of St. Michael’s, which 
was built in 1716, tolled before the 
Liberty Bell was cast, and on the 
bell tower you will see triple crosses 
that mark the scattered graves of 
early Russian settlers in Alaska. 

St. Michael’s altar is a replica of an 
old St. Petersburg Church; and _ its 
icon and other gifts from the Russian 
emperor were washed ashore from 


the wreck of the “Neva,” which went

ashore off the harbor while bringing 
a group of clergy and some special 
decorations for the church. 


Prayers for Cheaters 

From Bergen, Norway comes a 
curious sidelight on medieval religion. 
It seems that merchants of the power- 
ful Hanseatic League of the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries were pious, 
if not overly honest, traders. They 
controlled all the seafaring trade 
from Germany to the Baltic for more 
than 200 years. Among the many 
Hanseatic souvenirs on exhibition in 
the Viking Museum in Bergen are 
prayer books and crucifixes and two 
sets of scales—one for buying and the 
other for selling. They had prayer 
notes of thanksgiving for success in 
cheating the poor fisherfolk! 


Also Worth Visiting 

Other famous religious edifices that 
should be seen to be appreciated are 
two of the oldest in the world—Can- 
terbury Cathedral, about 50 miles 
southeast of London, and St. Martin’s 
in London, the oldest Christian 
Church in England. Canterbury was 
founded by St. Augustine in 597. 

If youre Caribbean-bound, you'll 
get a chance to see what is probably 
the oldest religious building in the 
Western hemisphere—the Synagogue 
in Wilhelmstad, Curacao, which was

Ibn the dozen years since 1935, a revolution has taken place in the design 
of the American home. For the first time in our history, a truly American 
and truly contemporary style has crystallized on a country-wide basis. 

Most Americans are unaware of this revolution, since it has occurred one 
house at a time in widely separated places. Like the statistics of deaths from 
automobile accidents which never seem to apply to us, this trend has been 
widely ignored. Yet it has gained momentum despite the handicaps of bad 
examples, unfriendly treatment from loaning institutions, and zoning laws. 
The very persistence of this trend against such odds indicates it has a 
vitality and rightness for our times which will certainly carry it into 
maturity as a broad, nationally accepted form. 

As we turn to our individual housing problems, now that our whole popula- 
tion is allowed to build again, it is important that we know more of this impor- 
tant change in home design, lest we build houses that are obsolete before we 
move into them. With this purpose, House BEAUTIFUL has surveyed, in 
great detail, the home building of the past 20 years, in order to find the 
best, most helpful examples. We found that houses built before 1935 are 
already quite out-of-date, in the light of this new trend, so those erected 
before this date were eliminated. Nor could houses be considered which we 
had not seen ourselves or read about in other magazines. 

Examples were selected which would be of the greatest help to the greatest 
number of people. So we regretfully had to omit several fine but expensive 


houses, and several on unusual sites. We commend you to the next 34 pages.

are revolutionary 


ntil 1935, two influences dominated the designing 


of American homes. They were (and still are for 


most people) : a desire to see what the Joneses were doing; 


and a wish to keep up with the Joneses architecturally. 

The idea of wanting to see what the Joneses were doing 
started with our pioneer ancestors. Cabins were built 
close to, and facing, the wagon trail, so that every pass- 
ing traveler might be hailed to soften the loneliness of 
the wilderness. As cabins became numerous, collecting 
at the crossings of trails and rivers and growing into 
towns, the habit of turning the house to the street con- 
tinued, so that the rare, and therefore desirable, passer-by 
should not be missed. 

Today the streets of most American towns are lined 
with rows of facing houses on rectangular lots, with 
front porches elbowing each other to provide a view of 
what the Joneses are doing. 

But the coming of the automobile age has turned what 
was once a pleasure into a menace. Today our streets 
are bulging with traffic. Their noises, dangers, and fumes 
caused us to lose interest in watching the passer-by. 

And so was born a new motivation for changing the pre- 
valent formula in house design. Out of the automobile age 
was born an architectural revolution. What had once been 
a desire to be close to the street, to see and be seen, and 
to make a big show with a fancy-front fagade has changed 
into a desire to get away from the street, to shut it out 
for reasons of privacy, quiet, and peace. 

This trend first took the form, about 20 years ago, of 
shifting the kitchen to the street side of the house and 


putting the living room at the back. Jt likewise caused

the front porch to be replaced by side porches, rear 
porches or terraces at the sides or back. Thus were the 
seeds of the change planted. The direction of the house 
had changed. And because of this apparently simple 
change in emphasis, many others were to follow. 

For putting the living room arbitrarily at the back of 
the house, regardless of whether or not it was a good 
exposure, did not prove to be a desirable formula. If the 
front of the house faced south, it was more cheerful to 
have the living room face south. And with the constantly 
growing size of windows (now that double glazing in cold 
climates was a universal practice), rooms facing south, 
and also facing the street, created fish-bowl living. 

So a whole new series of design dilemmas was created 
by the desire to have privacy from the street. New ones 
were being added all the time, as we began to grasp the 
design freedom that new materials gave us, and as we 
learned that we could do such things as use sun heat in 
the winter to save fuel costs. 

To say that buying more land is the way to solve these 
dilemmas is no solution. Developed land costs money, and 
there is a limit to the size of the plot that all of us can 


afford to own. So we must work out our solutions to good 





living—which is to say a private kingdom on a city lot— 
without acreage to serve as a buffer between us, the street 
and the neighbors. 

Many things are yet to be solved—such as setback 
restrictions. But these twelve houses give you the direction 
of the best thinking of today. Other people have pioneered 
for you. If you study their solutions, you’ll develop your 


own ideas and build a better house yourself

1. GOOD ORIENTATION means placing the house, 


its rooms, and its outdoor living areas prop- 
erly in relation to the sun and the prevailing 
winds, so that it is possible to have some 
control of the local climate. By tempering 
the climatic hazards, greater comfort is pro- 
duced both in winter and in summer: in 
winter via solar heating in the house, and 
in summer via more outdoor living. The 
colder the climate, the more important the 
orientation. This is not a new science, but 
is woefully unknown and unused. 


2. FULL USE OF EXISTING NATURAL CON.

DITIONS, such as slopes, trees, views, 
rocks. This means turning liabilities into 
assets, as well as squeezing all the possibili- 
ties out of assets. It also means site planning 
to overcome the undesirability of too much 


exposure to streets, neighboring houses, etc. 


PLANNING FOR PRIVACY. Since the 
efficiency of modern materials permits us to 
have bigger windows and doors, regardless 


of climate, new planning is required to pro-

vide privacy indoors, if we are not to live 
like fish in a bowl. Providing privacy from 
the street and neighbors is also a must for 
all outdoor terraces, porches, and for all 
garden living areas. 


4. PROPERLY PLANNED ACCESS. Provid- 
ing for arrival on foot or by car means more, 
these days, than providing a sidewalk and 
a driveway. Delivery service must not be 
allowed to go through an outdoor living 
area. Callers, invited or otherwise, must not 
be able to look into private areas—indoors or 
out. The family must be able to get into the 
house from the garage without going outside 
the structure. Off-street parking for visitors’ 
cars is becoming more and more a require- 
ment in those homes where the owners try 
to observe the amenities of living. 


5. PLEASING MARRIAGE OF HOUSETOSITE. 
A sensitive handling of all contours in rela- 
tion to the placing of the house, so house 
seems to belong naturally to its site.

The 
space within was cut up without much regard

I. HONEST AND DIRECT USE OF BUILDING 


MATERIALS. No use of imitation materials 
—no making of stucco to look like brick, no 
treating of stone to look like wood. This 
means using materials to bring out their own 
inherent beauty and capabilities. 


2. ELIMINATION OF THE MEANINGLESS 


FALSE, AND FAKEY. When a material 


is used, it should be really used structurally, 


and not as a false veneer to mask some other 
materia! which is doing the structural job. 





CAN FE BUILD NOW? 


@ Construction controls are ended. All controls placed by the Federal 
Government on construction (other than amusement and recreational build- 
ings) were ended in June by Act of Congress 

Now, for the first time since the summer of 1941 lexcept for a short 
period of “decontrol” in late 1945 and early 1946), your decision as to 
what and whether you will build is not subject to any judgment or control 
grecter than your own. There can no longer be any restrictions on the 
size or cost of the house you may wish to build, or on the materials you 
may want to put into it 

This fime lin contrast to the earlier, short-lived period of “decontrol”’), 
nothing, is left to administrative discretion. No executive agency of the 
government can re-establish controls —as was previously possible — because 
the underlying power to control has itself been repealed. This time 
“decontrol” will stick 

From here out. therefore, you are on your own—to make your own 
determination and to act on your own responsibility.

Sketch above shows how a sleek “Storagewall” partitions this 
living room from a bedroom (see pages 124-125). A short half- 


partition, made by two cabinets fitted with shelves, separates the 
living from the dining area, and forms an interesting L. Notice 


on high wall that space between top cabinets and ceiling is furred. 


H{ you measured these units, you would discover that, though 
cabinets may differ in size and shape, all dimensions are in 
multiples of 6 inches. Any assortment of cabinets is bound to 
be in good proportion. And you can fill any wall length to within 


inches at each end. Simple furring covers these gaps. 


‘Storagewall” units are fitted in about 100 different ways—with 
shelves, pigeonholes, mirrors, drawers, doors, radio hardware, 
et al. Consolidated into the walls here are a desk, radio- and 
record-player cabinets, 12 bookshelves, 2 game cupboards, 2 

kknack shelves, 3 dead-storage cabinets. That’s stowage!

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Now you see the bedroom side of the “Storagewall” which backs 
up against the living room shown on pages 122 and 123. This 
inch-hoarding arrangement gives Mr. and Mrs. a bedroom closet 
each, plus ample space for other apparel, shelves for blankets, 
and high cupboards in which they place their rarely used duffle. 


Good storage is not a question of more space, but of better 
organization (opposite). Every inch counts on the wall because 
cabinets were selected to fit articles stored. Men’s suits need 
only 4 feet of space, the height of the short wardrobe shown. 
Note that drawers vary in depth. You choose the units you need. 


Against two existing walls of the bedroom, a series of chests, 
cupboards, and bookshelves provide dressing table space and 
extra storage, plus the disarming impression of built-in perma- 
nency. Actually these pieces, like the “Storagewall” itself, can 
be disjointed and rearranged to fit other rooms or other houses.

Then try more forethought and less zeal

he fact that there is a right way 
ye do a given task implies that 
there are wrong ways. Around the 
home a man can get himself into 
a king-size snafu if he sets about 
doing a job with too much zeal 
and not enough forethought.

Usually, their tall sweep, punctu- 


ated by taut top-to-bottom curtains, 
can be extremely graceful.

If the doors are flanked, as they 
are in this room, by tall shelved 
cabinets, or if you have a number 
of high bookcases or chests or 
other vertical accents in a_ high- 
ceilinged room, you may wish to 
create a more horizontal note. 

See how Decorator George Hall 
solved the problem here, in the 
home of Robert Taylor and Bar- 
bara Stanwyck in Beverly Hills. He 
used three different devices for 
cutting the height. Any one of them 
could be used to advantage alone. 





First, on each of the four doors 
two tiers of sheer curtains scree 
the glass but still allow for a view 
of the terrace beyond. The curtains 
immediately cut the height, bul 
the other tricks contribute to thé 
same end. 

Point number two was to stop 
ihe curtains short to show the wooe 
panels at the bottom of the doors 
The carving of the panels, tot 
good looking to cover up anyhow 
carries the eye across instead of uf 
and down. 

The over-all valance is a happy 
way of bringing together whal 
would otherwise have been a broken 
space. It furnishes the third hori 
zontal. In addition, its color eivel 
point to all of the whiteness below 
and its folds echo those of the cur 
tains and complete the unit.

units with you. This makes it com- 
pletely practical for renters to use 
this new system to subdivide rooms, 
either with whole or partial par- 
tuitions, and by so doing to enjoy 
the advantages of made-to-order 
storage space. 

Basically, this is a system of 
about 50 rectangular and square 
boxes, varying in width from 18” 
to 4’, in height from 12” to 6’, in 
depth from 12” to 2’. But, given 
such fittings as shelves, drawers, 
doors, pigeonholes, mirrors, drop- 
leaf panels, clothes rods, and 
clothes hooks, these 50 boxes ac- 
tually become 500 different kinds 
of cabinets. For instance, a four- 
foot box equipped with a clothes 
rod is a wardrobe; with pull-out 
trays, it’s a chest; with shelves, it’s 
a bookcase. And from these 50 
units, it is possible to build up 
something like 1,000 different va- 
rieties of “Storagewall.” 


OU can easily see how an ar- 

rangement like this puts the 
old-fashioned closet in the shade. 
For with such a wide choice of 
sizes and shapes and functions, you 
can have a cabinet or chest of 
drawers or closet which is exactly 
the right size for whatever you 
have to store, be it large, small, 
or medium.

finished on the outside. It can’t, 
because the device which makes 
the cabinets fit together so snugly 
is a channel that runs around the 
sides, top and bottom of each box. 
Into this channel go the “con- 
nector” strips to which the cabinets 
are screwed. These channels won’t 
show when the wall has been fin- 
ished, because wherever the side or 
top of a cabinet faces the public, 
it is paneled with plywood. 


FTER the first layer of cabinets 

has been screwed to the base, the 
rest of the wall is built up, piece 
by piece, each cabinet attached to 
its next-door neighbors by “con- 
nector” strips and screws. The final 
step is the covering of all exposed 
channeled surfaces with plywood. 

The standard finish of these 
pieces is lacquered natural birch. 
They can, without any preliminary 
treatment, be painted or given any 
other decorative finish you have 
a mind to. 

The cost? It’s hard to compare 
it with the cost of structural par- 
titions because no traditional par- 
tition ever gives you this kind of 
value in usefulness. Figure on from 
$4 to $6 per cubic foot of storage 
space, or about one half what you'd 
pay a cabinet-maker for com- 
parable custom-made built-ins.

Beware of the

BLUE SPRUCE

ave you included the Koster 

blue spruce in your garden pic- 
ture? If so, then you may have 
given yourself away, for these trees 
reveal at a glance just how far you 
have advanced in the art of garden 
design. 

That is because the Koster blue 
spruce is an unusual tree. Not only 
is it a popular subject among land- 
scaping material, but it enjoys the 
less enviable reputation of being 
the tree most often planted in flat 
if innocent defiance of fundamental 
landscaping principles. If you have 


| not as yet acquired an instinctive 


“feel” for harmonious arrangement, 
there is no better way to begin 


| than by studying the two mistakes 


commonly associated with the blue 


| spruce. 


Let us begin with the tree itself. 
Here is a plant which has a pleas- 
ing, symmetrical shape, a massive 
appearance created by dense, close 
foliage which is also of an unusual 
and striking color. These three at- 
tributes of the tree invest it with 
enormous eye appeal, so that the

restless, choppy effect, and have 
violated the first principle of good 
composition. You have failed to 
create a unified picture, the much 
sought after “single effect” which 
is the goal of all artists. 

We come now to our first rule: 
The Koster blue spruce, used 
alone, compels a stop and, there- 
fore, logically belongs at the end 
of the garden, or in other situa- 
tions where a stop is indicated, 
such as to mark the end of one 
picture and beginning of another. 
Elsewhere, if used at all, the tree 
needs to be integrated with other 
plant material, which serves to 
break it up, tone down its truly 
remarkable color, and reduce its 
“stop and look” effect. 


ET another and still more seri- 
le. mistake results from indis- 
criminate planting of the Koster 
spruce. The tree’s ability to compel 
attention frequently steals the ac- 
cent from the real feature of a com- 
position. This in turn results in un- 
balance, and it is said that “where 
there’s no balance there’s no art.” 

Suppose you have a bird bath 
set on the central axis line at the 
bottom of the garden. The bath is 
backed by a semi-circular hedge, 
which, being subordinate to the 
bath in accent value, leaves the 
latter highlighted in a harmoni- 
ous group, just as it should be. 
Now mentally substitute a line of 
Kosters in place of the cedars. 
How does the group look now? 
You will probably agree that the 
bath might as well be taken away. 

What has happened? The bird 
bath still occupies the central and 
most prominent position. It is ob- 
viously intended to be the feature 
of that particular grouping. But 
the accent, or center of interest, 
has passed from the feature to the 
trees behind. In a word, the group 
is unbalanced. 

Of course, you immediately rec- 


ognize the absurdity of such a| 


grouping. But now let us look at 
a house where Kosters have been 
used in the foundation planting or 
where a Koster has been planted 
squarely in the center of the front 
lawn. Do you see that this compo- 
sition also is unbalanced? The real 
features—lines, windows, and door 
of the house—are dulled by the

In the Garden 

1. A fall-blooming shrub with 
delicate white, pea-like blossoms 
is lespedeza, or bush clover. As 
blossoming shrubs in September 
and October are few, this is some- 
thing worth making room for. 

2. Begin to look over the gar- 
den with an eye to fall transplant- 
ing. Little by little the commoner 
things, which are taking up too 
much room in the garden proper, 
can be moved into the cutting 
garden. Some things will even 

thrive in a “dump garden.” 

I know one spot behind a garage 
where sweet rocket, mullein-pink, 
coreopsis, physostegia, and even 
iris have been “dumped” and have 
gone on blooming without care or 
feeding, cheerfully furnishing use- 
ful foliage and bloom, and oblig- 
ingly making room in the border 
for some of the more exotic and 
demanding plants. 

3. Plan to establish a “pet gar- 
den” in a carefully selected situa- 
tion. This is best in the cutting 
garden, as it is of necessity a 
hodgepodge of unrelated plants. 
But it must be a favored spot with 
extra good soil, sun, and ready 
access to water. Here you put sin- 
gle specimens of special plants 
which you want to watch and en- 
courage until they are sufficiently 
well-favored to divide. 

A single plant often gets neg- 
lected if put in just anywhere. But 
the “pet bed” gets priority on feed- 
ing, weeding, spraying, and watering. 

4. There’s still time to plant 
those lilies you have been craving. 
Also Oriental poppies. Does the 
name “Oriental poppy” suggest to 
you a bright uncompromising scar- 

| let, so often mistakenly associated 
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: ‘Ganwe' \ 5 
A Flower. Arranger’s 


with red peonies and magenta 
azaleas? Look over a list of the 
Oriental poppies that are available 
and see what a variety of color is 
at your disposal. It fairly makes 
the arranger’s tongue hang out! 

To quote one catalog I have in 
hand, here is a description of sey- 
eral pink shades alone: Mrs. Perry, 
“a bright strawberry pink’; Salm- 
on Glow, “a fine salmon-orange’” ; 
Splendor, “a blend of peach and 
apricot entirely overlaid with 
salmon”; Echo, “a new delightful 
silvery pink, the base of the petals 
showing a maroon blotch”; En- 
chantress, “soft lilac rose”; ete. 
Consider also the wonderful dark 
red and wine shades. 

Remember that poppies, to be 
satisfactory in arrangements, must | 
have the ends of the stems burned 
or plunged into hot water. If you | 
do the latter, do not let the steam |

‘That is my essay. 


Now, I always have had another 
idea about chamber music and I 
have discussed it with experts who 
know a lot about the subject. They 
have all agreed that it is a poor 
idea, which convinces me that it is 
a good idea for people like me who 
don’t know too much about cham- 
ber music. Here it is. Most of us 
are frightened away from the en- 
joyment of chamber music by two 
things. First is the big talk that 
goes on about it. Very heavy stuff, 
generally. Second is the complete 
change in dynamic quality from the 
usually heavy, stirring excitement 
of the symphony orchestra to which 
we are accustomed. My solution is 
to sneak up on chamber music by 
selecting, from the various works. 
the very heart of the music in 
which there is the most melody and 
the least scraping around. Once you 
get convinced, and this is easy, 
that there is some extra wonder- 
fully melodious music to listen to, 
then you've got it licked. Off comes 
your tie, off go your shoes, and out 
comes a cool drink. You sit back 
and listen to the music completely 
relaxed. 

I tried this on myself once and 
I recommend it heartily to you. One 
summer I was dead broke and de- 
cided to take my vacation at home. 
I hauled out all the chamber music 
ve had on records. I got up early 
in the morning, worked in the gar- 
den, drank a lot of milk. and lis- 
tened to chamber music in the af- 
ternoon. Had the time of my life. 
The first day was a little difficult 
until my ear became adjusted to the

Try also the famous andante 
catabile movement from the Tchai- 
kovsky Quartet, LES Nou 
could take any part, that is, any 
one movement, from Mozart’s Eine 
Kleine Nacht Musik, and find it ex- 
ceedingly enjoyable. 

The important thing to bear in 
mind when you listen to chamber 
music is not to be self-conscious 
or official. Give the music a chance. 
Remember that it won’t provide the

Procedure: Never wash a coffee-maker with other dishes or 
in water in which other dishes have been washed. Always wash 
it alone in fresh clean soapsuds. In hard-water areas, adding 
water-softening compound makes for more thorough cleansing— 
especially of glass types which tend to “cloud.” Rinse very 
thoroughly in plenty of clear hot water to prevent the carry-over 
of off-taste from washing. Dry well with clean dish towel. Use 
special brush to get at otherwise inaccessible and hard-to-clean 
surfaces. Scour stains on metal utensils with proper cleansing 
powder for type of metal. Airing coffee-makers between uses is 
equally essential. If storage room permits, store coffee-maker 
without assembling it. If this is not possible, allow parts to air 
thoroughly after washing before assembling them for storage. 


Allow metal utensils to air in direct sunlight every week or so. 


Procedure for liquid or paste wax: (Do not confuse liquid 
Have surface spotlessly clean; 


wax with self-rubbing types.) 
if it is sticky, finger-marked, or dulled, wash furniture with moist 
cloth or sponge tightly wrung out of slightly soapy warm water. 
If very soiled, use cooled solution of 1 quart hot water to 3 
tablespoons linseed oil, 1 of turpentine. Dry thoroughly. Rub a 
very thin coating of wax into dried surface, working with wood 
grain. Use 1 to 2-yard length of cheesecloth, wrung tightly out 
of water and folded into large pad. Work on a small area at a 
time. Allow to set about 10 minutes. Remove all excess wax 
with clean dry cloth. Buff surface vigorously with heavy flannel 
cloth, clean soft-bristle shoe brush, lamb’s wool buffer, or 
carpeting wrapped around brick or an iron. For carved furniture, 
liquid wax may be brushed on, buffed dry with clean brush.

herever you travel, you are sure to find roses. At first you attribute 
Wine popularity to the fact that “everyone loves roses’”—which 
they do, no doubt. But there are other reasons, and chief among them 
is the toughness of the rose’s constitution. Roses fit themselves so readily 
to various soil types and climates that almost anyone can have success 
with them. 

Enormous flowers bloom on Hybrid Tea bushes in the hot, light soils 
of Southern California. Again, in the region around Denver, that is 
trying to almost all woody plants except native evergreens, you are 
told that roses do exceptionally well. Gardeners in northern Michigan 
and Wisconsin, too, grow roses with great success, even Hybrid Teas 
if these are given winter cover and heavy pruning. So, rejoice in the 
fact that—wherever you live—you can grow roses well. 


The handsomest Hybrid Tea rose bushes we’ve had the pleasure of 
seeing were in a home garden in Corvallis, Oregon. The climate, which 
is pretty nearly ideal here, had something to do with the results, of 
course. But there was more to the story than this. The grower pointed 
with pride to the thick mulch of leaves he maintains on the rose bed 
all season. Every fall he replenishes the cover with a new layer of 
leaves. He never has to cultivate the soil, because the mulch keeps out

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weeds, and the abundant rains carry down to the roots the two or three 
applications of fertilizer he scattered over the mulch each year. A sue- 
cessful (and easy) method that might be worth a try in gardens in 
other parts of the land! 


Gardeners are more tolerant of bad weather than other folks be- 
cause they know from experience that somehow it serves a useful pur- 
pose. With the unusually wet spring in most of the Rocky Mountains- 
Great Plains zone, the yuccas or soapweeds sent up quantities of flower 
stems to decorate otherwise barren hillsides. Yucca displays in the 
West are as thrilling to western plant lovers as more brilliant shows of 
flowers in other sections. 

The ancient cliff dwellers used the leaves of the soapweeds for rope, 
and the roots for soap—hence the common name. 


Horticulture House, the new headquarters of the Colorado Forestry 


and Horticulture Association, has recently opened in Denver. This is — 


a meeting center for gardeners from all over Zone 5, and also for those 
who are traveling through this section of the country. Experienced 
horticulturists, an extensive library, and a herbarium are at the serv- 
ice of all visitors. 


Lawns are the big “must” with most gardeners this month. It pays 
to eliminate the weeds with one of the new selective weed killers and 


to mow the grass close before fertilizing and seeding. 


Herbaceous plants are also to the fore in September. This is the time 


to transplant the spring-blooming perennials, as well as to set out 
bulbs. In the Far South you sow seed now of cool-weather annuals, — 


such as alyssum, babysbreath, calendula, carnation, cornflower, Moroc- 


can toadflax, phlox, snapdragon, statice, and sweet peas. Most of these | 
can be sown now farther north, too, but many gardeners in cool sec- iy 
tions prefer putting off seed sowing until late October or early Novem- 
ber just before the ground freezes. The seeds are then likely to sprout 


more evenly in the spring. 


While we are on the subject of annuals and perennials, have you 
tried any of the single peonies, or the Japanese varieties with a single 


row of petals and big fluffy centers? You'll find they have great charm, 
and that they stand up under spring downpours much better than the 
doubles with their big heavy heads. This is the month to set them out. 


A good general rule for transplanting bulbs is to wait until their 
foliage dies down. Otherwise you might make the mistake of trans- 
planting the spider lilies, for instance, at the wrong time of the year. 
It’s too late to move spider lilies now, after they have started to grow 
their winter foliage; instead, wait until right after they have bloomed 
next summer, and move them as soon as the tops are dead. However. 
this is the season to top dress with a complete fertilizer. 

The red spider lily (Lycoris radiata) is more common than the yel- 
low, or aurea, but still not seen often enough. Spider lilies will winter 
over in the latitude of New York City if given winter protection. 


Evergreens are planted early this month in most sections, so they 
get the benefit of fall rains to become established before the ground 
freezes. A thick mulch put on after the soil is saturated with rain will 
retain the moisture and keep the frost out after other, parts of the gar- 
den have frozen. 

Flowering shrubs and trees are best set out after their leaves have 
fallen, but your order should be placed immediately because many of 
the best kinds are still scarce. 


Don’t waste any leaves this fall. What you don’t use in mulches, be 
sure to add to the compost heap, along with other plant debris.

You can pick 
off the droopy ones leaving a neat 
and attractive rosette of green. And 
some of the buds will keep com- 
ing out for you for several days. 
You can do the same thing with 
potted primroses in winter and 
they will look fresh and green long 
after the flowers have gone. But

year; and this goes for sailings from 


ise BeauTiFuL, Octoser, 1947 


New York in particular. Your chances 
on Alcoa’s “Cavalier” Caribbean 
cruises are extremely thin during the 
next two months, and only fair to 
middling through February and the 
spring months. There’s a better chance 
on the line’s “Corsair” and “Clipper” 
cruises out of New Orleans. The New 
York sailings cover 17 days, and those 
from New Orleans 24 days. 


Bermuda and Nassau, Too 

The same holds true for Eastern 
Steamship’s “Evangeline” ten-day 
trips from New York to Bermuda and 
Nassau. United Fruit Company (New 
Orleans to the Caribbean, the West 
Indies, Panama, and Central Ameri- 
can ports) and Standard Fruit Line’s 
Caribbean cruise ship “Contessa” are 
likewise sold out. 

Welcome news in the South Ameri- 
can picture is the return to passenger 
service of Moore-McCormack’s “Ar- 
gentina,” and the possibility of the 
addition later in the year of the line’s 
“Uruguay” and “Brazil.” These ‘fa- 
mous 33,000-ton de luxe vessels even 
before the war were most popular for 
the East Coast-South American run in 
the luxury class.

What do you think of plastics? Are they miracles or junk? 





The answer is that they are neither. But they can improve your 


life a thousandfold IF you know what 


ake your front-row seat in a new era. 

It’s an era in which man has created for 

his own better enjoyment of living a 

whole new set of materials called plas- 
tics. They behave as no materials before them 
have ever behaved. There is hardly a human 
endeavor, from shipbuilding to keeping house, 
where they can’t improve performance and ap- 
pearance. They are light weight. can be prodig- 
iously strong. They can glow with light or gleam 
with color. They are the most difficult to soil 
and the most easily cleaned materials to date. 
They are for the most part inexpensive. Already 
they are changing the face of the world we live 
in—and most of them are no more than ten 
years old. 

But plastics have one great failing. They 
sound, or have been made to sound, like miracles. 
And what plastics need at this point in their 
young life is a lot less miracle talk and a whole 
lot more understanding. They need fewer people

that plastics can't cure. And by the same token 
they need more well-informed critics who refuse 
to condemn all plastics because some have failed. 

You will be doing yourself a favor if you 
forget the dream world stuff you’ve heard about 
plastics and learn what they really are and what 
they can really do for you. 

As a starter, learn first of all that plastics 
are nol all alike. There are many plastics, each 
with different characteristics. The plastic handle 
on your coffee pot, for instance, is as unlike 
the plastic in your shower curtain as iron is 
unlike silver. 

The greatest virtue of plastics is that they are 
different, so it is possible to select from the many 
the one plastic which will do a given job best. 

No plastic is any better than the use to which 
it is put. All plastics are not perfect, by any 
means. But whenever a plastic performs imper- 
fectly, you may be pretty sure that it’s because 
someone—the manufacturer or the consumer— 
has tried to make it do a job it was never sup- 
posed to do, 

This great new medium is here for us to profit 
by, but we can make the most of it only when 
we know what it can do for us. The next 45 pages 
were designed for you to use as a handbook of 
basic information which will help you get your 
money’s worth whenever you buy plastics—-now 


or in the future. Theyll be around a= while. 
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t’s all very well for the chemists to talk of their molecules 

and polymers, and for the engineers to carry on about 
extrusions and injections, but there’s still only one good reason 
why you, personally, should be interested in plastics. It’s the 
best reason in the world. 

Plastics are here to free you from drudgery. And that, © 
as we see it, is their most miraculous aspect to date. Because 
of it they rank, in revolutionary importance, with such changers 
of destiny as the combustion engine and the telephone. Already 
—and they are still in their adolescence—they are giving millions 
of women the priceless gifts of more leisure and more energy. 


They are proving themselves on the testing ground you know 





best—the housekeeping arena, where the traditional battle 
with dust, grime, stains, scratches, and shabbiness has made 
the housewife’s profession synonymous with slavery. They are 
responsible for the three greatest little words in the history 


| Lipstick on the wallpaper —or it could be 
cold cream, crayon, ink, jelly, or what have you—is gen- 
erally considered the kiss of death. But it doesn’t faze this 
paper. This is Varlar, a plastic-impregnated wallpaper, 
and a natural in homes where small fry are likely to be on 
the loose, because it just won’t let itself be permanently 
stained. All it needs is the damp cloth treatment. 


9 Soap and water are all that’s necessary to clean 
up what looked like a ruinous mess.

See this principle at work in the examples of easy upkeep 
on these three pages. The wallpaper is impregnated with resins 
that anticipate almost every conceivable type of household stain- 
ing—and so it’s ready for anything that may befall it. The lamp- 
shade simply cannot be permanently grayed by dust because 
its plastic surface is naturally so smooth and unporous that 


dust cannot become imbedded in it. (Continued on next page) 


{ How do your lampshades look after a hard 
winter of soot-fall? No matter in what dirty city you live, 
they probably don’t look as bad as this one. But we had the 
United States Testing Company give this Polyplastex Syn- 
web shade a thorough coating of vacuum cleaner dust and 
soot, just to prove a point. If a lampshade this dirty could 
be cleaned with soap and water, it was worth pointing out. 


Soapsuds and a serubbing brush were all the 
shade needed, and the operation took place in a kitchen 
sink. The shade is completely plastic. except for its metal 
frame. If the trim had been a glued-on fabric fringe or 
braid instead of vinyl lacing, it would probably not have 
taken, this dunking without loosening from the shade, but 
the shade itself could have been damp-cloth cleaned. 


Fresh as new, the shade emerged from its bath 
proving again that housework can be easy, if you know the 
right plastics. This shade has other virtues to its credit. 
Made of Fiberglas, bonded and coated with Laminac resin, 
it has exceptional resistance to heat, meaning that the high 
temperatures of electric light bulbs won’t scorch it and dry 
it out. It can come in colors, translucent or opaque.

And when you have a chair upholstered, as this one is, 
in a material that refuses to absorb stains, in a color 
that won't fade because it is actually part of the 
fabric, upkeep problems are solved before they begin. 

None of this means, of course, that plastics objects 
won't get dirty. What this does mean is that jobs are 
fewer because belongings stay clean longer, and when 
the job has to be done, all it needs is the simplest 
cleaning agents of all—soap and water and the in- 
creasingly popular damp cloth. 

You will see in this issue literally hundreds of 
plastic objects. Soap and water cleans them all. Now 


do you wonder what plastics can do for you? 


Stains need not be calamities, although we 
are all more or less used to regarding stains on uphol- 
stered furniture as irrevocable damage. But with plastic- 
covered furniture, like this chair, upholstered in Duran 
from the Masland Duraleather Company, even spilled ink 
is no cause for despair. Alcohol, grease, oil, ordinary acids 
won't harm this vinyl. It’s a fine idea for dining chairs. 


§ Here’s the damp cloth in action, wiping up the 
damage. Ink, it must be pointed out, is tricky stuff. Some 
inks, particularly ball point pen ink, may leave a slight 
mark. Duran, which is notable for its soft, pliant feel, is 
what is known as an unsupported film, a solid sheet of 
plastic, without a fabric backing. Its color, and there’s 


a broad range of it, is built-in, not likely to fade. 


The stain is gone, swished away in a couple of 
motions. Duran, like most plastics, has more than one 
string to its bow. It is hard to scuff and it has a resiliency 
that makes it spring back to shape. Like all unsupported 
sheeting, it works best as upholstery if the upholsterer 
makes all cuts round and all slits U-shape. This prevents 
tearing. Chair is from Gimbel Brothers, New York.

(1) Does it take advantage of the properties of 
the material out of which it is made? (2) Does 
it fuse perfection of looks with perfection of 
performance, so that neither suffers by 
compromising for the other? (3) Does it satisfy 
our aesthetic craving to handle, feel and study 
beautiful things?

o you know a plastic when you see one? Think 

twice before you answer yes, because there are 
some plastics that make even the experis do a double , 
take. They are the ones that have none of the harsh glare 
or the almost too-smooth shapes of the plastic gadgets with 
-which you're probably best acquainted. 

The room opposite is full of these plastics that don’t 
look the way you expect them to. Except for the rug, 
ihe metal lamp base, a few desk bibelots, and the picture 
on the wall, everything here traces its lineage back to the 
test tube. All these furnishings are not made of the same. 
kind of plastic, by any means, but all share the typical 
family traits of rugged durability, soil-immunity, and 
easy soap-and-water cleaning. 

What appears to be mahogany wall paneling is a 
plastic composition called a laminate—a word to become 
familiar with. It’s made of layers of materials soaked in 
plastic (phenolic, melamine, and urea) resins, and pressed 
together in a rigid sheet. The top layer, which is what 
meets the public eye, is a thin veneer of finely grained 
mahogany. The surface of this particular kind of laminate 
is as tough as metal and as smooth and non-porous as 
glass. In the housekeeper’s book this means that it won’t 
scratch, chip, dent or absorb stains.

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WHAT DO THEY MEAN

hen a sales person tells you, in a manner implying that he’s 

giving you some impressive information, that the object 
you're buying is plastic, he’s really telling you nothing at all. 
It’s as if a furniture salesman confided to you that a table was 
wood, or as if a jeweler described a ring as metal. For the word 
“plastic,” like “wood” or “metal,” simply denotes a general 
category of materials, broadly similar but each one individually 
different. 

And plastics are different. In fact, it is their very differences 
that make them the amazing things they are, because it is possible 
to harness their individual characteristics to the jobs that they 
will do best, the way different metals and different woods are 
used where theyll give the best performance. And (we just can’t 
say this too often), since any plastic is only as good as the use 
to which it is put, it follows that you can’t have the best if you 
don’t know what the best uses of plastics are. 

That’s why it makes good sense to know a little something about 
the various types and what theyll do. We urge you to give some 
thought to the chart on the next two pages, for we have isolated 
there the 13 types of plastics most commonly met in home furnish 
ings, and have ticked off for you the kind of jobs each type i- 
especially recommended for. 

What all plastics share in common is that they are chemical 
compositions peculiarly susceptible to being molded or formed under 
heat and pressure. They all start out as chemical powders, o1 
resins, made by chemical plants. But all plastics can be divided 
into two classes—the heat-resistant thermosets and the heat sensi- 
tive thermoplastics—each class requiring different treatment. 

You, of course, need not be concerned with molding technicali- 


lies, but you are definitely concerned (Continued on page 237)

What Do 
The Trade Names 


Mean? 


trade name alone isn’t the tip-off 
hie how you can expect a_ plastic 
to perform. But if you use the list 
below together with the chart on the 
next page, you'll krow what plastic 
you're buying, how it will act, how to 
take care of it. 

From hundreds of plastics trade 
names, weve chosen the ones you're 
most likely to meet in things for the 
house. Next to each one we tell you 
the real meaning of the trade name: 
that is, the chemical name of the 
plastic material used. 

Here’s how you use the list: Let’s 
say you're buying a Lucite bowl. This 
list tells you that Lucite is acrylic. 
If you look up “acrylic” on the chart 
on page 144, you'll see that it is ther- 
moplastic, does decorative tricks with 
light, but is easily scratched. So you'll 
know that it will make a handsome 
salad bowl but shouldn’t hold food 
for infants or invalids, because ther- 
moplastics can’t be sterilized. You'll 
also know that, to hold things that 
will scratch, like nuts, you’d better 
pick a pebbled or decorated Lucite 
which won’t show the marks. 

Some plastics manufacturers give 
this kind of information on labels. If 
they don’t, our list and chart should 
help you to get the excellent service 
that properly selected and treated 
plastics can give you.

THERE ARE TWO MAIN TYPES OF PLASTICS 


HNeat-resistant plastics (thermosets) 


have these traits in common: 


You buy them as solid objects or coatings. 

Why they are good: Hard, strong. Resistant to moisture, 
stains, scuffs. Shed dirt. Unharmed by mild household 
chemicals. Fairly unbreakable in ordinary use. Keep their 
shape well—won’t shrink or swell. Won’t flame or explode. 
Can be sterilized in boiling water. 

How to treat them: Clean with soap and water. Abrasives 


are unnecessary. Thermosets may warp in a very hot oven. 


Heat-sensitive plastics (thermoplastics) 


have these traits in common: 


Very versatile—you buy them as solid objects, flexible film, 
bristles, textile fibres, coatings on fabrics and wallpapers. 
Why they are good: Tough. Very light in weight. Mostly un- 
breakable in ordinary use. Come in unlimited, fairly perma- 
nent, colors, transparent and opaque. Shed dirt. Will melt 
or burn slowly if exposed to flame, but are not likely to 
explode. 

How to treat them: Wash with soap and lukewarm water. 
Do not place in boiling water. Most thermoplastics will 
warp if soaked in hot water or exposed to high temperatures. 
Keep away from the stove. Do not use abrasives. Many of 
these plastics will not be harmed by ordinary household 
chemicals, but, to be on the safe side, keep them away from 
cleaning fluids, paint removers, nail polish and removers, 


moth-repellent compounds. 





PHENOLICS (Phenol Formaldehyde). Very 


hard and durable. Usually hold their shape well, 
though some low-cost phenolics may shrink over 

a period of time. Colors are limited.

THE CELLULOSE FAMILY includes

As a group, they are light in weight, tough—won’t 
break if dropped. They must not be boiled or soaked 
in water. Except for cellulose acetate-butyrate, they 
are odorless and don’t impart a taste. Cellulose 
acetate tends to swell in moist atmospheres, the 
others will keep their shape in all climates. Cellulose 
nitrate (pyroxylin) burns easily and may be 
hazardous—the others burn slowly if they are

TYPICAL USES: Brush bristles, tumblers, combs, 
slide fasteners. (Excellent uses, still too expensive to 
market, are tableware, salad bowls, kitchen 
accessories.)

POLYETHYLENE. A new, very light plastic 


used for solid objects, films, threads. Absolutely 
unbreakable if dropped. Very tough and flexible— 
tumblers and bowls can be squeezed to form a spout. 
Odorless, will not impart a taste. Unharmed by most 
chemicals including nail polish, moth repellent 
compounds, elc Keep away from the stove; 
continued exposure to high heat softens this plastic, 
though short contact with hot water or hot foods 
will not harni it. 


TYPICAL USES: Film: curtains, aprons, refrigerator 
bags, garment bags, home-freezer bags, disposable 
baby bottles.

VINYL PLASTICS. Very popular for household 


use, this family includes vinyl acetate, vinyl butyral, 
vinyl chloride, vinyl chloride-acetate. You buy them 
in the form of solid objects; transparent, translucent 
or opaque films; threads; coatings on fabrics or 
papers. They are strong, waterproof. Won’t be 
harmed by mildew or fungus. Films, threads and 
coatings remain fairly flexible at low temperatures, 
but most of them soften if exposed to high heat such 
as boiling or ironing. Many of these plastics can be 
harmed by chemicals, so be careful about having 
them come in contact with moth-repellent compounds, 
insecticide powders and sprays, and lacquers of all 
types unless the plastics manufacturer guarantees 


the article in this respect. 


TYPICAL USES—Solid Objects: handles, fioor 
tiles, wall tiles. Film: shower curtains, garment 
bags, table covers, lamp cord insulation, upholstery, 
table mats, refrigerator bags.

LAMINATES= 
the plastics that don’t 
look like plastic 


A plastic laminate is any ‘“‘sandwich’’ of 
materials which are held together with plastic 
adhesives. For example, resin-bonded plywood 
is a plastic laminate. Two layers of plastic 
film bound together with a plastic adhesive are 
also a laminate. 

The most familiar laminates are those made 
from layers of fabric or paper which are soaked 
in plastic, bound together with plastics and 
perhaps topped off by a transparent plastic 
coating or surface layer. 

They have strength, durability, and uses 
which none of the layers would have alone. 
They are stronger than any other plastics. 

They are light in weight (about half the 
weight of aluminum) and cannot readily be 
broken, torn, chipped, scuffed. They won’t be 
harmed by most household chemicals and are 
more or less mildew resistant. 

Depending upon what the top layer is, they 
will look like wallpaper, printed fabric, wood, 
etc. Some laminates include a layer of metal 
which makes them resistant to marking. by 
cigarettes and hot dishes. Most laminates come 
in flat sheets, but they may be formed into 
simple shapes. The plastics materials most 
frequently used in the manufacture of laminates 
are the phenolics, melamines, ureas, and 
polyesters, though thermoplastics are used. 

You will probably be hearing more and more 
about the ‘‘low pressure’’ laminates, a wartime 
development which makes it possible to 
manufacture complicated curves, as for one- 


piece laminate drainboards.

You may not think of nylon as a plastic, yet 
it is a mighty versatile one.

ylon is one of those plastics that you don’t think 

of as plastics. You're so used to seeing it in soft, 
silky, hard-wearing fabrics that you're likely to forget 
that it can also show up in your life in far more solid 
forms—as brush bristles, and mo'ded into combs, tum- 
blers, bowls. (See a nylon bowl, page 150.) But in the 
immediate future it will probably continue to make its 
biggest impression on your life in its yarn form, woven 
into fabric. Yours will be a whole new slant on the 
meaning of practicality. For rooms as pastel and fragile- 
looking as ‘the one opposite will become perfectly prac- 
tical investments.

Nothing could be further from the truth, 

For over and above the matter of material is the 
matter of design. What you buy is always controlled, 
in the last analysis, by its design. Even a well-made 
object that is ugly is not worth your consideration 
or your money. Just as you use selectivity in buying 
objects made of wood, or steel or pottery, so must you 
use the same discrimination in acquiring plastics. 

We regret to say this act of discriminating between 
the pleasing and the bad in plastics is currently more 


difficult than in other fields of merchandise. It seems 





to be axiomatic that all new materials have to go 
through an adolescent period in which we try to make 
them look like old familiar materials, instead of 


letting them be their own handsome selves. I 





While this period lasts, horrible and funny objects 
are born. We laugh at the early automobiles that were 
equipped with whip-sockets. But it is not one whit 
funnier than making a Chippendale chair out of acrylic. 
What could be more misguided than putting swirls of 
dust-catching taffeta trim on a lampshade of dust- 
proof plastic film (whose reason for existence is its 
cleanability)! Fewer of these violations of good sense

In most cases all the preserving 
necessary is to hang the flowers in the attic for a few 
weeks and to press the foliage between newspapers. 
Combined with seed pods and ornamental berries, these 
dried materials are the basis of many colorful, lasting 
arrangements for bleak winter months. 

Do you think of a winter bouquet as a collection of 
dead brown and beige material, brightened by bittersweet 
berries? Then study the striking displays of dried mate- 
rials from the hands of your best local talent and, if you 
can, visit Williamsburg, Virginia, during the winter 
months to see the arrangements in the exhibition build- 
ings. You will be amazed to find that dried material can 
be just as gay and bright as fresh flowers. 

Brilliant reds, yellows, and oranges are found in celosia, 
in both the feathered and cockscomb forms. Gilbert’s 
Maple Gold and Gilbert’s Green Gold, two hybrids, give 
tones of pink and gold and silvery green for arrange- 
ments where subtle coloring is desired. Plan now to grow 
some cockscombs next spring. You can sow seed in the 
open ground, thinning small plants to stand nine inches 
apart, or you can sow it in a coldframe for early results 
in the north. 

Statice or sea lavender is another “must” for dried 
arrangements. Effective as it is in the garden, its clus- 
ters of tiny cup-shaped flowers in many hues make it 
most useful for winter decoration. Try bright yellow 
Bonduelli Superba, rose Sinuata Rosea, True Blue 
Kamptf’s Improved, Pure White, and the new hybrids in 
art shades. Statice looks well by itself in complementary 
color schemes, such as yellow and violet, or combined 
with the round forms of strawflowers in an analogous

ave you ever stepped into a small reom that was so full of 

oversize furniture you felt you could barely turn around? 
Oversize dahlias will clutter and dwarf a small garden in just the 
same way. So, if your garden space is limited, use small varieties. 

Study the dahlias on the opposite page, for instance. They are 
in scale with the petunias and, therefore, you can be assured they 
will fit into any garden, no matter how small. This blend of Coltness 
Hybrid dahlias was grown from seed. For named varieties in particu- 
lar colors, however, gardeners rely largely on planting tubers. The 
eight sketches at left will give you an idea of the variety of forms and 
sizes in small dahlias—from 11% inches across, up to 5 or more. 
For colors you have the whole wide range of hues, tints, and blends 
found in the giant-flowered varieties. 

Right now is the time to see most miniature dahiias at their best 
(except in extreme southern sections, where they bloom earlier). 
So get around to nurseries and to the gardens of friends who grow 
them. Take notes not only on the colors and forms of different varie- 
ties, but on their heights as well, for these vary greatly. Note, too, 
what other annuals or perennials make the best edgers and compan- 
ions for dahlias. Then file your notes under “January garden chores,” 
as a reminder to order seed and tubers as soon as the new catalogs 
arrive in the mail. 

In the Far South, Southern California, and the Southwest, dahlia 
tubers can be treated as perennials and left right in the ground over 
winter. If they become crowded and need dividing, this is best done 
in the spring. Elsewhere, roots are dug when frost kills the tops, and 
packed in peat moss, sand, sawdust, or some other material for 
storing in a cool, dry place through the winter. 

For most parts of the country, it is wise to order dahlia tubers 
and seed as early as possible. Then you get a good choice of varie- 
ties, and you can start them in pots indoors, if you wish to gain 


extra weeks of early bloom. Whether you are ordering dahlias or

Camellias and geraniums, for in- 
stance, can “stay put” in your 
greenhouse throughout the year 
and will yield a scattering of 


| flowers over a long period. 


The time-spender starts chrys- 
anthemums, Boston daisy, and 
other fall-blooming crops from cut- 
tings in the spring or summer. He 
sows seed of cinerarias and mari- 
golds in summer for mid-winter 
color, and follows up with stock 
and larkspur to succeed the chrys- 
anthemums in late winter. He also 
pots up hardy bulbs in the fall, 
stores them in the cold frame, and 
brings them into the greenhouse in 
early winter. He pots up tender 
bulbs, such as freesias, in summer 
or early fall. Probably the biggest 
single chore for the gardener who 
grows seasonal erops is to renew 
the soil in his benches each year. 

If the time-spender is a very 
good planner and carefully follows 
the program he lays down, he may 
achieve his highest aim—that of 
continuous and varied bloom from 
September to April. This means 
he will have some chores to do 
every month of the calendar year, 
with his heaviest work in fall. 

His program might run some- 
thing like this: 

October: Pot up daffodil, tulip 
and hyacinth bulbs for bloom Jan- 
uary to March. 

November: Sow larkspur and 
feverfew seed for late winter bloom. 

December: Take carnation cut- 
tings this month, January or Feb- 
ruary. 

January: Plant snapdragon and 
china aster seed to begin flowering 
in April. 

February: Start sweet peas to 
flower in April. 

March: Sow seed of hardy an- 
nuals for summer color outdoors. 

April: Sow seed of tender an- 
nuals. 

May: Take cuttings of chrys- 
anthemums for late fall and early 
winter bloom. Sow seed of Primula 
obconica for January flowers. 

June: Clean out greenhouse and 
replace bench soil now or a little 
later, in time to plant chrysanthe- 
mums in benches in July. Start 
cuttings of poinsettia.

ou want to serve a thick peasant 
French bread, different 
cheeses, and a tossed salad—a sort 


soup, 


of simple supper for a few friends 
who like that kind of fare. Noth- 
ing wrong with the meal, if you’ve 
got pottery petite marmites (or 
something comparable), a woven 
bread basket, big wooden salad 
bowl. a substantial cheese board. 
and some colorful table mats or 
cloths. But it wouldn’t exactly be 
the time to use paper-thin Limoges 
bouillon cups, a Paul Revere bowl 
for the salad, or to serve drinking 
water in gold-rimmed goblets. 

But if your yen is to serve a 
green turtle soup with sherry, trout 
Amandine, broccoli Hollandaise, 
endive, and an almond soufflé, you 
can tote out your best translucent 
china, sparkling crystal, silver sery- 
ice, and sheer organdy cloth, and 
know your food is in character with 
your culinary masterpieces. 

If you want an effective table 
setting, there must be a sense of 
fitness between what you serve and 
your table accessories. Out of your 
own experience, you can probably 
recall how a perfectly handsome 
table setting was lost because the 
food didn’t look as if it belonged 
to the table. And while some peo- 
ple may insist that setting a table 
beautifully is something you do 
well instinctively, we do not agree 


\ few people, it is true. have 


that happy knack of knowing in- 
tuitively what foods to combine 
with what accessories, just as they 
know unerringly how to dress to 
suit the occasion. But most people 
who excel at this have developed 
their skill through painstaking ef- 
forts over a period of time. They’ve 
made mistakes, and you will too. 
before getting the feel of it. But 
because you are creating some- 
thing, the satisfaction you feel 
from doing one good table setting 
will offset the memory of a few 
duds. 

The art of skillful, correlated- 
to-menu table settings requires the 
same infinite patience with details 
that characterizes the ensemble of 
a beautifully groomed woman. The 
one with style sense considers the 
accessories and background as a 
whole, not separately. So you 
should consider your food, china. 
silver, glassware, linens, and. ac- 
cessories simultaneously, not sep- 
arately. 

The texture and quality of the 
food you serve, then, should have 
the same degree of fineness as your 
accessories. The color of your food 
in relation to your table service is 
another consideration. Still another 
consideration may be: which do 
you want to feature—the food. or 
the table?

mined not to try to tell their par- 
ents things. 

And what is so pleasant, and so 
rare, as a completely well-timed 
compliment? How much better it 
is to say, “How handsome you look 
today,” than to wait six months 
and murmur, “I always did like 
that outfit.” How much more satis- 
faction one receives from immedi- 
ate praise for a job well done than 
from a casual remark, months 
later, that “that was a nice piece 
of work.” 

Even more subtle timing involves 
a word of praise when it is needed. 
One of my friends, a woman who 
always looks placid, no matter how 
she feels, told me of such an ex- 


- perience. She was having the kind 


of day as we’ve all had, when noth- 
ing goes right and no one seems to 
care. Walking down the street she 


met a woman who is not only kind,. 


but quick to analyze the moods of 
others. “My dear,” said Mrs. 
Brooks to my friend, “you’re just 
the person I needed. You're so good 
at helping people. Will you come 
with me to see Jane? She has an 
awful problem.” 

My friend, feeling better at the 
thought that she could help others, 
went, and was, as it happened, able 
to offer Jane some very practical 
aid. She returned home with re- 
stored confidence for handling her 
own problems. Later she wondered 
why Mrs. Brooks had come to her, 
so she asked. “Well,” said that 
lady cheerfully, “you looked so 


upset, and I did mean it when I 
said you were good with people, 
and I knew by the time you helped 
Jane you'd feel fine.”

A GREENHOUSE PAYS OFF

July: Sow seed of cineraria and 
snapdragon to bloom January to 
March, following chrysanthemums. 

August: Sow seed of stogk, mari- 
gold and Primula malacoides to 
bloom in January and February. 

September: Take cuttings of 
Boston daisy or marguerite for late 
winter bloom in pots or bench. Sow 
seed of poor-man’s-orchid (schizan- 
thus) to flower in pots in March 
or April, following bulbs. 

This brief outline doesn’t attempt 
to include the time-consuming 
chores of pricking out (transplant- 
ing) seedlings, transferring rooted 
cuttings to benches, staking, and 
shifting plants. These all help fill 
up the week ends of the gardener 
whose enthusiasm runs to details. 

The time-saver, on the other 
hand, avoids altogether the task 
of propagating plants from seed. 
By starting with a collection of 
small woody and foliage plants 
and growing them in pots, he finds 
his main work is in shifting these 
plants to larger pots and in taking 
cuttings of softer material, such 
as geraniums and begonias. 

Geranium cuttings are best taken 
in August or September, but most 
potting and propagating by cut- 
tings can be done at the garden- 
er’s convenience, and then needs 
doing only every other year. The 
time-saver avoids entirely the job 
of shifting his bench soil, since he 
grows everything in pots. 

Typical plants for the time-saver 
to grow are: azaleas, camellias, 
begonias, geraniums, roses, flower- 
ing maple (abutilon), fuchsias, 
kalanchoes, coleus, philodendron, 
variegated periwinkle, and various 
ivies, ferns, and palms. 

Should he feel especially am- 
bitious some season, he can pot up 


plants and bulbs for seasonal color. 
Hardy bulbs are fairly easy, and 
so are some tender ones, such as 
caladiums for mid-summer color 
and amaryllis for mid-winter. 
Plants of hardy perennials — as- 
tilbe, bleedingheart, primroses, di- 
anthus, violas, and many others— 
can be potted and forced after 
storing in the cold frame a few 
weeks along with hardy bulbs. 
These, like other plants listed, 
should be grown in a cool green- 
house at a night temperature of 
around 50° Fahrenheit, for best 
results. 

With little trouble, the time- 
saver can keep his greenhouse at- 
tractive even in the summer by 
shading it with slat shade, cheese- 
cloth stretched between frames, or 





with a coating of whitewash. Thus 
he is saved the bother of shifting 
his plants to a cool place for the 
summer. The only routine year- 
round jobs for him, then, are 
disease and pest control and water- 
ing. Big returns and year-round 
gardening fun in return for small 
effort. 

Before you go into greenhouse 
gardening, decide whether you are 
a time-spender or time-saver. Then 
garden indoors according to your 
time and temperament.

pointed petals of acuminata. They 
might well remind you of the fin- 
gernails of the old Chinese man- 
darins who used to trim their nails 
into pens and write with them. 

Another tulip you cannot afford 
to miss is florentina odorata. 
Sharply pointed yellow petals un- 
fold, curling backward as _ the 
flower opens to emit a honey fra- 
grance. This tulip, that blooms 
wild over the wooded slopes of 
England, will multiply till you 
must share your with 
friends—and that is half the fun 


surplus 


of growing things. 

When these bulbs first arrive, 
(and late October or early Noy- 
ember is the time to plant them), 
they look far less promising than 
other tulip bulbs. They are much 
than the Darwins and 
Breeders, some so tiny that they 
would fit into a thimble. But don’t 
be discouraged by their size or by 


smaller 


their withered knobby appearance. 
Just be assured that a garden of 
prism hues will spring from them 
—that is a promise. 

These bulbs will do best in a 
warm, sheltered place—even a hot, 
dry one, where the summer sun 
will beat down long after their 
foliage has withered and gone. By 
nature, they require dryness after 
bloom, so plant no ground covers 
to trail over them and shade the 
earth. Nearby shrubs, however, will 
absorb moisture from the soil and 
help give them a dry post-bloom 
season. The hotter and drier the 
mid-summer baking, the better the 
blooms the following spring. 


HERE is one vital “must not.” 

No matter how neat and orderly 
your nature, never trim off bulb 
greenery until it is totally brown 
and dead. A nuisance, this rule, 
but vital to the well-being of all 
bulbs, and these little tulips are 
no exception. 

The botanical or species tulips, 
as they are usually called, want 
to be planted but three inches un- 
der, in sandy soil with perfect 
drainage. If your soil is inclined 
to be acid, a bit of lime will en- 
hance their bloom and encourage 
them to increase. Unlike most tu- 
\ips, these wild varieties will spread 
if they approve of your garden 
and the location you give them. 
They may exercise their wander- 
lust and surprise you by scatter- 
ing their seed and turning up all 
over the place—-even among the 
carrots or in the driveway.

he average householder faced 
Tee a dripping faucet or a 
plugged drain is as puzzled as a 
city dweller lost in the woods, and 
he faces the problem with the same 
attitude of futility, ending with a 
call to the plumber and an unwel- 
come bill. Actually there is nothing 
mysterious about your plumbing 
fixtures, and they lend themselves 
readily to correction if you know 
how to go about the correcting. 


Dripping Faucets 


Take the dripping faucet, for 


(Fig -1). Chances are

it needs is a new washer. The pro- 
cedure is really yery simple. First, 
the water supply to the faucet must 
be cut off. 
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REPLACE 
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In modern plumbing, there usu- 
ally is a small valve on each pipe 
immediately below the lavatory or 
sink. Close the valve on the pipe 
leading to the dripping faucet. If 
you are uncertain as to which 
valve, or if your house is an old 
one and does not have such sec- 
ondary valves, go down to the cel- 
lar and shut off the big valve that 
controls the water supply for the 
entire house. This is easy enough

All that remains is to put back 
the stem, tighten the hexagonal 
nut, and turn the water on again. 
Your trouble is over. 


Plugged Drains 


Suppose you have a _ plugged 
drain (Fig 2). This seems to stump 
as many people as the leaking 
faucet, yet it is actually simpler 


to correct. 














First get from your hardware 
store a plumber’s bell—an inverted 
rubber cup attached to a two-foot 
handle, and a useful gadget to have 
about the house. Place the cup over 


the drain opening in the lavatory 


or sink, and pump the handle up 
and down vertically. If this suction 
action does not open up the drain, 
try inserting a “plumber’s snake,” 
a kind of coiled spring especially 
made for such work. 

Should your drain still fail to 
function, then you have a_ badly 
clogged trap. A “trap” is the U- 
shaped section in the drain pipe 
directly below the fixture. Its pur- 
pose is to hold water in the pipe 
and thereby prevent sewage odors 
from escaping into the house. 

There are two types of traps, 
each equally simple to clean out. 
Most common is the one having a 
small plug at the bottom of the 
U (Type 1). This can be readily 
unscrewed with a wrench, where- 


upon the matter that has plugged 


the drain will either drop out or 


can be removed with a piece of 


wire. Be sure to put a basin under 
the trap before you remove the 
plug, to catch the small amount of 
water always remaining in the U. 

The Type 2 trap has no plug, 
but is attached to its supporting 


| pipes by means of two hexagonal 





or octagonal nuts. By unscrewing 
these nuts, the entire trap may be 
removed and easily cleaned of 
debris. 

A third type of trap is simply a 
combination of the other two. If 
you have this kind, you may either 
remoye the plug or take off the 


whole trap.

with the fact that the finished prod- 
uct has the same reaction to heat 
as the plastic it is made of. Ob- 
jects made of thermosetting plas- 
tics—the phenolic handle of your 
electric iron, for instance—are heat- 
resistant. Objects made of thermo- 
plastic plastics—your vinyl film 
shower curtain, for example—are 
heat-sensitive. To you this means 
that you can put thermosets in hot 
water, on top of a radiator, or in 
similar warm places without wor- 
rying about them. But you must 
watch out that your thermoplastic 
belongings are not exposed to con- 
stant high heat. 


HEN thermoset plastic objects 
are made, heat “sets” them into 
shape, just as the heat of an oven 
sets a custard. Further heat will not 
melt a thermoset any more than 
heat will melt a custard into its 
original liquid of eggs and milk. 
However, while they won’t melt, 
thermosets may warp at tempera- 
tures above 350° F. 
Thermoplastics, on the 
hand, may be compared to choco- 
late icing. Heat is used in the pro- 
cess of making them, but it is con- 
tact with cold that actually hardens 
them into shape, just as icing hard- 
ens as it cools. But, like the icing, 


other 


thermoplastics are softened by heat, 
and could conceivably be reshaped 
all over again into the same or dif- 
ferent kinds of objects, just as you 
might make your melted-down icing 
into icing again or into fudge or 
chocolate sauce. 

Please note that this does not 
mean that thermosets are superior 
to thermoplastics, simply because 
they are not softened by heat. Both 
classes of plastics are equally im- 
portant. Each group has valuable 
characteristics which the other has 
not. The thermoset phenolic, for in- 
stance, is for the 
handle, and for a thousand other 


excellent iron 
uses where a hard, durable, heat- 
resistant, non-electric-conducting 
material is needed, but it couldn’t 
possibly do service as a shower cur- 
tain because it cannot be made into 
a drapable, flexible, pastel film. 
The thermoplastic vinyl. by the 
same token, has all the character- 
istics needed for a good shower 
curtain, or for fabric coatings, re- 
silient flooring, and any number of 
highly necessary objects where you 
want flexibility, stainproofness, wa- 
terproofness, and color combined. 
Don’t hold it against the shower 
curtain that it can’t be an iron 


handle. The plastic in it is putting 
its talents to work where nothing 
else does as good a job—and isn’t 
that what makes any material, plas. 
tic or otherwise, worth the money 
you pay for it? 

The distinction between thermo- 
sets and thermoplastics is just the 
beginning of the differences in plas- 
tics. Each group breaks down into 
several families, and each family 
breaks down into several members, 
all with their own characteristics. 

We grant you that this sounds 
pretty confusing, but the chart on 
page 144 should straighten things 
out for you. From it you can see 
how an understanding of these dif- 
ferences can help you buy the best 
plastic for your money. You won't 
wittingly buy a thermoplastic fun- 
nel or cup to use in preparing an 
infant’s formula, when you know it 
won't take the heat of steriliza- 
tion. Similarly, the more you know 
about the plastics you own, the 
better care you can give them. You 
won't put any plastic in a hot oven 
or clean any plastic with scouring 
powder if you heed our chart. 


T THIS point you are probably 
Nee “But how am | to 
know which plastic I am looking at 
when I come face to face with the 
stuff?” The day will presumably 
dawn when you are so well ac- 
quainted with plastics that you'll 
recognize polystyrene the minute 
you tap it (it has a distinctive, 
clinking sound, by the way), and 
can spot a clear cellulose acetate 
from an acrylic just as you can 
now tell silk from wool. This skill 
is something that comes with fa- 
miliarity, and plastics are still too 
young for most of us to have become 
thoroughly acquainted with them. 

As of 


when you shop, you must rely, on 


this moment, however, 
(1) what the salesclerk tells you 
a plastic is; (2) on the trade name, 
if the article you’re buying has a 
trade name; and (3) on the label, 
if the object has a label. 
Salespeople, unfortunately, are 


usually abysmally uninformed 
about the plastic wares they sell, 
except in a few stores where an in- 
telligent effort is made to train the 
sales staff in plastics. You can help 
correct this state of affairs by de- 
manding more information when 
you shop. Refuse to buy simply on

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ask about furniture, rugs, or fab- 
rics when you buy. If the sales- 
person doesn’t know the answers, 
ask to see the store buyer. He 
should know the answers because 
he should have asked the same kind 
of questions of the manufacturer 
before he bought for the store. 

You, by sheer force of question- 
ing, can make the shops understand 
that they must know more about 
the plastics they are selling if they 
are going to sell to you. Your sur- 
est bet in shopping for plastics, 
as it is with everything else you 
buy, is to patronize reliable shops. 

Buying by trade names is sound 
procedure—if you know what the 
trade name means. On page 143 
you'll find a dictionary of some of 
the most familiar trade names, in- 
dicating what plastics the names 
stand for. Sad to say, the 95 names 
listed represent a mere smattering 
of the endless nomenclature with 
which the industry is awash. 

Chemical companies who make 
the basic materials often give their 
materials a trade name _ which 
manufacturers will also apply to 
the finished product. But in addi- 
tion to this, a manufacturer may 
add a trade name of his own. Sty- 
ron, for example, is a chemical 
company’s name for its polysty- 
rene. A molding company making 
wall tiles of Styron calls the tiles 
Miraplas. You hear of them as 
Miraplas tiles made of Styron. 

Another chemical company calls 
its polystyrene Lustron; another 
calls its polystyrene Loalin. Then 
there is an improved polystyrene 
called Lustrex by its maker, 
and another polystyrene derivative 
called Plexene by its maker. Thus 
one basic material can have five or 
six different trade names even be- 
fore one manufacturer lays hands 
on it. And each manufacturer may 
add his own trade name to prod- 
ucts made of this material. 

It is not an unusual thing for a 
company which makes plastic film 
from trade-marked resins, to give 
the film its own trade mark. It sells 
this film to fifty manufacturers of 
shower curtains who each in turn 
give their shower curtains their 
own individual trade mark. One 
little shower curtain can be loaded 
down with three or four names by 
the time it reaches you—and none 
of them will tell you what the 
actual material is. 

Nobody with trade 
names, because it is every manu- 


quarrels 


facturer’s prerogative to give his 
product a title that sets it apart 
from the rest, and such names are 
easier to say and remember than 


jaw-breaking chemical terms. But 
it is also the consumer’s preroga- 
tive to know what he’s buying. 





Proper labeling on plastics is, 
of course, the answer to the prob- | 
lem. Forward-looking members of 
the plastics industry are aware of | 
this and you will find many ar-| 
ticles on sale, tagged with useful | 
information, other than a_ trade! 
name. At present, most labeling | 
leaves much to be desired. It should, 
if it is to give you the information 
you need, give the real name of the. 
plastic, its limitations as well as_ 
its virtues, plus clear instructions | 
on how to take care of it, just as 
the tags on many garments tell you | 
specifically what the material is, 
whether it can be dry cleaned or 
laundered, and at what heat it. 
should be ironed. | 
LE every other thing in the 

world, plastics have their limita- | 
tions. But they offer so much coun- | 
ter-balancing good service, at com- 
paratively low cost, that we can’t 
live in this modern world without 
them. Things like paper and cer- | 
amics have their limitations, too, 
but we have learned to make the 
most of their good qualities, and to 
stand guard against their limita- 
tions. We don’t use paper near fire. 
We're careful not to drop china. 

Plastics deserve the same fight- 
ing chance, from everybody con- 
cerned with them, from the manu- 
facturer to you. If a tea strainer | 
melts when you pour tea in it, it’s | 
because the maker has put a good | 
plastic to a poor use. The same ma- 
terial might have made an excellent | 
tumbler. If you slam your plastics | 
belongings around or deliberately 
abuse them just to see how much | 
they will take, you will discover 
that, like any other materials, 
they'll show sorry effects. 

Plastics have already made our 
living better in countless ways. 
But it seems to us that five things 
must happen before they can give 
us their fullest benefits: 

Plastic objects, wherever possi- 
ble, must be labeled with clear in- 
formation about their content, char- 
acter and care. 

Manufacturers of plastic prod- 
ucts must conscientiously use only 
those plastics which are best suited 
to the uses they will serve. 

Retail stores must buy their plas- 
tic stock more This

Consumers must learn that all 
plastics are not alike, and that 
they'll be surer of getting their 
money’s worth if they ask questions 
when they buy. 

The most heartening things about 
plastics is that the plastics indus- 
try itself recognizes its own short- 
comings. Through its trade associa- 
tion, the Society of the Plastics 
Industry, it is constantly campaign- 
ing to improve plastics by trying to 
give manufacturers, retailers and 
consumers a better understanding 
of them. And, as we have said 
before, plastics will do their great- 
est work when everybody under- 


stands them.

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It’s Easy To Take Care 
Of Plastics 


Don’t abuse them because they are hardy. 


They need only a little care, but it’s differ- 


ent from the kind you give other materials 


E don’t want to make the rules 

sound complicated because, ac- 
tually, plastics are generally sim- 
pler to care for than the materials 
they replace. That fact, in many 
cases, is their chief reason for be- 
ing. But you must remember that, 
in spite of chemists’ best efforts, 
there is no substitute for common 
sense in treating your plastics. 

Most of the things that each 
material will and won’t stand for 
are given in brief on the chart on 
page 144, The information below 
tells you in more detail how to 
keep them clean and in good re- 
pair, how to avoid damage, and 
what to do in case they do become 
damaged. 

If you obey only three general 
rules, you'll get good service from 
your plastics. 

The first is never to use abrasives 
on plastics. 

The second is to keep the thermo- 
plastics away from high tempera- 
tures. 

The third is to keep all plastics 
away from a flame. (See “Heat and 
Hot Water” below.) 


Keeping Plastics Clean 

The phrase “easy to clean” seems 
to go with plastics the way ham 
goes with eggs. The best rule is 
one that Grandma wouldn’t ap- 
prove at all—be lazy. The most 
cleaning that plastics need is a suds 
and water rubdown or a dousing in 
suds, and usually a mere damp 
cloth wipe will do the trick. 

Since they present a smooth, non- 
porous surface to the world, no dirt 
or germs are absorbed by plastics 
and a surface cleaning is all they 
require to meet the highest stand- 
ards of cleanliness. If you subject 
them to long soaking, or to abra- 
sives, strong detergents, disinfect- 
ants, cleaning fluids and the like— 
which they don’t need—you won’t 
make them any cleaner and you 
are likely to harm them. 

Certain stubborn stains like lip- 
stick can be removed from some 
plastic-coated wallpapers and up- 


holstery materials with carbon 
tetrachloride. But don’t use clean- 
ing fluids unless the plastics manu- 
facturer tells you that you can, or 
unless you try the treatment first 
on a sample or an obscure corner. 

If the soot-fall in your area is 
grimy, don’t dry-dust your glossy 
plastics, for you may scratch them. 
A damp cloth is better. 

You will find that some plastics 
materials accumulate static elec- 
tricity which may attract dust. 
Your routine daily rounds will 
probably take care of this, but you 
can buy a wax which will lessen the 
dust-collecting habit. 


Heat and Hot Water 

Keep all plastics away from 
flame, for some of them may burn. 
In general, your thermosets (page 
144) can be put into the hottest 
water or exposed to heat up to 
350°F. without harm. But keep 
your thermoplastics away from boil- 
ing water or the top of a stove or 
radiator, for heat may distort them. 

Plastic dishes, kitchen utensils, 
salad bowls, and the like should be 
washed in suds and warm water 
like china, and wiped with a clean, 
soft cloth. The soap and 
method is safest since the thermo- 
plastics may be distorted by really 
hot water or by prolonged soaking.

The same goes for plastic-coated 
fabrics. An exception is the non- 
glossy, vinyl-butyral-coated drapery 
and upholstery materials (Gaytex, 
Ruff House, and Vysheen are the 
present trade names). They may be 
washed and ironed, but ironed only 
on the wrong, or uncoated side. 


Chemical Stains

In the Garden 

1. Happy accidents that occur in 
the garden sometimes give you 
ideas for future planting or for 
future flower arrangements. One 
lone deep purple crocus appeared 
this spring amidst the wine-red 
foliage crowns of my evening prim- 
roses. The combination was so at- 
tractive that this fall I shall plant 
purple crocus all through the prim- 
roses to make a richly patterned 
ground cover in early spring. Like- 
wise, a few purple crocus could be 
arranged indoors with the primrose 
leaves for foliage. The 
leaves could well be spared, as they 
are always having to be kept under 


primrose 


control. 

2. Plant May-apples in your wild 
garden this fall. Then, if you want 
an exquisite and unusual corsage 
next May, make it of three or four 
of the chaste white blossoms that 
on the plant hide their beauty for 
only the ground to see.

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you want flowers for. This will 
make your arrangement problem 
simpler than when mixed colors 
are used, and the results will be 
more effective. 

Another plan for cutting gar- 
dens on large estates is. to plant 
sections with the color schemes of 
specific rooms in mind: one section 
marked “drawing room,” one “din- 
ing room,” one “hall,” etc. Have 
your pails marked to match. Then 
the gardener picks a generous pail- 
ful from each section and you can 
make your selection without hav- 
ing to pick over a miscellaneous 
collection. Any flowers you don’t 
use can be sent to the iocal hos- 
pital or the flower mission. 

». A spray or two of crab-apples, 
or fruits of flowering crabs, just 
beginning to ripen on their stems, 
makes an attractive decoration in 
an old brown bottle or in an an- 
tique pickle jar. I visited one gar- 
den, in October, which I have never 
forgotten because of a long walk 
lined with flowering crabapples. 
In the nearby studio sprays of them 
were arranged in a huge English 
cucumber basket. The fruits ranged 
from tiny clusters of yellow ber- 
ries to large plum-size apples, deep 
purple with a bloom like old vel- 
vet. The beauty and variety of their 
fruits aroused envy in my arrang- 
er’s soul. 

G. Pale straw-colored miniature 
sunflowers with purple-black cen- 
ters gave extraordinary character 
to an arrangement I once made of 
late garden flowers. Amid the rich 
ripe harvest colors, this single note 
of dim yellow seemed symbolic of 





noe 
the waning season, presaging the 
quiet, paler beauty that comes after 
frost. Every season has its own 
beauty. Nature is clever in her tim- 
ing, changing pace and breaking 
the monotony of a pattern before 
it begins to pall. When frost does 
come, our color-drenched eyes are 
cooled and rested by soft grays and 
browns, taupes, wan yellows, and 
rusty greens. 

7. For an October flower show, 
held in a Victorian mansion, a pair 
of nearly life-size plaster blacka- 
moors held upon their outstretched 
palms small black lacquer bowls 


| filled with the emerald green fruits 


of miniature tomatoes, tiny sprays 
of golden larch, and trails of black- 
berried honeysuckle. 

%. If you want to use fruit for 
decoration and eat it, too, later on, 
buy it when it is green and never 
allow it to get past the stage when 
it is firm and tempting. Over-ripe 
fruit is attractive neither as food 
nor as decoration. 

A green pineapple is a handsome 
thing standing by itself like a 
carved Georgian ornament, on a 
teakwood stand in the center of 
the dining-room table. When it be- 
gins to have a faint pineapple 
fragrance, transfer it to the re- 
frigerator and find something else 





for decoration. Fruit that is to be 
eaten does not need to be elabo- 
rately arranged. Save tricks with 
wires and needle holders for the 
flower show. Big polished apples 
heaped casually in a copper bowl, 
Beurre Bosc pears in an old brown 
pudding mold, or tangerines on a 
blue Canton plate look sufficiently 
decorative, and the advantage is 
that anyone can just take one with- 
out ruining the work of art. 

9. When you see starry asters 
along the roadside, do they remind 
you of “the frost on the pumpkin” 
as they bloom cheek to cheek with 
the yellowing autumn foliage? It 
is pleasant to get the same effect 
in your September flower arrange- 
ments, cooling the flaming gold and 
orange of flowers and foliage with 
the soft blue of New England 
asters or Salvia farinacea. 

10. Flower arrangement is, or 
should be, a form of relaxation. 
Some knowledge of technique 
makes it easier to get a good ef- 
fect quickly and avoid frustration 
and nervous tension. 

‘Assemble your equipment, in- 
cluding a chair to sit in. Use a 
lazy Susan, if you have one, when 
making an arrangement that is to 
be viewed all the way around. Do 
not consider your arrangement 
really started until you have solved 
the holder problem and established 
the underlying line structure. Re- 
laxation comes then, in following 
the course you have charted, line 
following line, curve on curve, bal- 
ance checked here, corrected there, 
rhythm tying it all together with 
the satisfaction of emphasis where 
the lines meet. as if to say, “There! 
That’s finished!” at the end of a 
happy achievement.

screwed directly into a coupling 
the coupling having first been 
screwed into the pipe behind it. 
Thus, unscrewing a coupling at- 
tached on each side to a piece of 
pipe would result in tightening its 
attachment to one. Eventually cou- 
pling would turn no further. 


ree the leaking pipe has been 
{i removed, either measure it care- 
fully or take it along with you to 
your plumbing supply store, where 
a duplicate can be made up. 

Very often it is not the pipe but 
the connection (the union or 
coupling) that is leaking. It may 
only need tightening. If you tighten 
a coupling, another piece of pipe 
or coupling may be lcosened in the 
process. However, when this hap- 
pens, simply keep working down 
the line until you reach a union. 
Break the union to prevent its turn- 
ing other sections while you tighten 
the last piece of pipe; then tighten 
the union up again, using an extra 
wrench to hold pipes in place and 
prevent turning. 

If you cannot make a tight con- 
nection, possibly the threads have 
rusted or a pipe or fitting has been 
crushed or spread by a wrench. 
Replace the faulty piece. 

In unscrewing any connection, 
always use two wrenches, one to 
do the actual unscrewing and one 
to hold the other pipes stationary, 
as otherwise the other pipes may 
be loosened sufficiently to cause a 
new leak in the line. 

Regarding tools, all you really 
need is a couple of Stillson 
wrenches. A 14- or 16-inch wrench 
is best for all-around work, being 
big enough to handle pipe and yet 
not so large as to be unwieldy in 
cramped quarters. The Baby Still- 
son, in eight- or ten-inch size, is 
very convenient in working where 
space is at a premium, but it usu- 
ally does not give sufficient lever- 
age for use on pipe larger than 
34” in diameter. 

With a very few pieces of equip- 
ment, you are ready to do as ef- 
ficient a job on minor repairs as 
your plumber. Then, too, if you do 
get a pipe apart and can’t get it 
back together, it won’t cost you 
any more to call the plumber than 
before, and there is a very good 
chance that you will be able to 


effect the repair and save the cost.

ou can find out more about plas-

Clothes hanging never involves wet 
feet from dew or rain, and grass 
clippings are never tracked into 
the house. The gravel panel also 
tends to reflect the warmth of the 
sun, hastening the drying of clothes. 

A sizable brick. incinerator was 
built in one corner of the “serv- 
icenter” and brushcoated off-white 
to match the fence. Placed next to 
this are metal receptacles for cans 
and bottles, and an underground 
type of garbage can with a foot- 
lift cover.

face is the preferred depth. Good 
earden soil will produce a surpris- 
ing increase in the corms from year 
to year. Colchicums are ideal in the 
wild garden. Plant them also near 
the back of the spring border where 
they may mature their foliage un- 
seen in the spring, and flower in the 
fall beside oriental poppies and 
other plants that die down in the 
late summer. 

Plant these fall 
soon as they arrive. If allowed to 
lie around out of the ground, they 
will blossom right in the sack in 
which they came, and you will miss 
some of the flowers. 

Perhaps the easiest colchicum to 
find in the lists is Colchicum au- 
tumnale, with rosy lilac flowers that 


bloomers as 


burst upon the September garden 
early in the month, once the corms 
have become established. A larger 
species, of a deeper shade of rose, 
that ordinarily blossoms a_ little 
earlier is C. Bornmuelleri. To carry 
the season into early November, 
plant C. speciosus. All three will 
send up a steady stream of flowers 
for two or three weeks.

sought after. In addition to these, 
there are some named varieties that 
are improvements on their types 
and well worth having if you can 
find them. Collecting rare colchi- 
cums. can get to be one of those 
subjects on which gardeners may 
become just a bit daft, as British 
gardeners say. 

The colors of the true autumn 
crocuses run through shades of lay- 
ender to real blue. In fact, Crocus 
speciosus, the earliest species to 


bloom, is the bluest of the lot. In 
early September, the large flowers 
open, like the colchicums, without 
any leaves. This one is followed 
shortly by C. zonatus, a pale, pale 
lavender species and one of the 
most ethereal flowers in any gar- 
den. Fortunately, these two and the 
named varieties of C. speciosus are 
both easy to find and easy to grow. 

Crocuses are a bit more particu- 
lar about their location than are 
the colchicums. They like a some- 
what gritty soil in full sun or in 
very, very little, high shade. The 
smal] corms are tempting to mice, 
moles, and squirrels, and the safest 
place for them seems to be the rock 
garden. Tuck them into the rockery 
with good soil, a little bone meal, 
and some stone chips about the 
corms and they will probably es- 
cape rodents longer than in any 
other position. Then, if you will 
scatter a little dried blood over 
their location occasionally while the 
small], grass-like leaves are on, that 
will also help to discourage their 
enemies. Where rodents are very 
bad, you may plant the corms. sey- 
eral together, in little baskets of 
quarter-inch rat-wire. Do not allow

AND THE RADIO 


First of two articles on how the radio 


affects your child’s musical future

his is a musical article—and yet 

it isn’t. It is musical because 
I'd like to suggest to you one or 
two ways by which you can guide 
your child toward music. But in 
many homes most of the music 
that does enter, enters by way of 
the radio.

We 
also are in the thick of protests by 
parents over such programs, pro- 
nouncements by psychologists and 
counter protests by the radio sta- 
tions.

ND now for their actual prep- 
aration for winter use. Pick the 
flowers just before they are fully 
mature. This is important, in order 
to get the best color. For example, 
joe-pye-weed should be cut when 
the tiny flowers in the round heads 
are deep violet in color, but not 
quite open. A little practice will 
soon teach you the best timing. 
Once the flowers are cut, strip 
the stems of leaves, tie them in 
small bunches, and hang them up- 
side down in a dark, dry place to 
dry. An attic is ideal if the light 
from the windows is blacked out. 
Dried in this way, the flowers do 
not fade. When completely dry (it 
takes several weeks), separate the 
material by colors and store it in 
boxes. Grasses and seed pods can 
be placed upright in peach baskets. 
Branches of leaves need differ- 
ent handling. These are cut just 
after their color has turned. Select 
flat branches only, and lay them 


flat on the floor between news- 
papers. Be sure to clip out any 
overlapping leaves. Then place 


planks over the papers with weights 
on top of them. The branches must 
be absolutely dry before use; other- 
wise the leaves will curl. It will 
take at least three weeks for them 
to dry.

They are sturdier and 
haraier, developed to make gardening easier. If your gardening time 
is limited, you can choose today varieties that never require stacking: 
the very low, compact Nugget azaleamum or cushion chrysanthemum, 
for instance, or the taller Generalissimo, with stiff stems that few fall 
storms can flatten. 

If your garden is in a cold or tricky climate, you have plenty of 
choice in hardy strains of chrysanthemums, such as the Korean, the 
DePetris, and the Northland daisies. In other words, when you choose 
new varieties, consider their constitutions as well as their looks. Pick 
plants to fit your time and climate, as well as your garden color 
scheme and your family’s preferences. 


One chrysanthemum project of nation-wide interest is the distribu- 
tion of seed by the New York City Park Department, under the aus- 
pices of Mrs. Albert D. Lasker. Seeds of the “Chicago strain” of chrys- 
anthemums are mailed each spring to sponsors of war memorial and 
park plantings and other worthy projects throughout the country.

kit for plastics. It consists of a 
quart of anti-static wax to keep the 
plastic surface from attracting dust, 
a quart of cleaner, a bottle of bur- 
nisher to remove scratches, some 
fine sandpaper for removing seri- 
ous marks, and a soft dusting cloth. 


Repairing Breakage 

Some plastics are absolutely un- 
breakable. Others can only be said 
to be less breakable than glass or 
china. You can usually tell by look- 
ing at or touching the plastic. If 
it’s flexible—that is, if it bends even 
slightly when you touch it—chances 
are it will survive a lot of bounc- 
ing around. If it is absolutely rigid 
and hard, it may or may not be able 
to stand such abuse. In any event, 
it will probably react to droppage 
better than china or glass. 

If a solid plastic object does get 
broken, you can buy adhesives 
made especially for mending plas- 
tics. You mend them pretty much 
the way you mend wood or china. 

If the damage is too much for 
your craftsmanship, try to find a 
plastics fabricator in the classified 
section of your telephone book. A 
fabricator is to plastics what a 
silversmith is to silver. 


Plastic by the Yard 

If you want to make your own 
curtains or table covers, do your 
own upholstery, you can buy thin 
plastic film or heavy plastic sheet- 
ing by the yard. But be sure to get 
all the information the manufac- 
turer or salesclerk can give you 
about working it. 

Find out the best way to make 
seams. Get directions for heat seal- 
ing or, if the film is to be stitched, 
find out how many stitches to use 
to the inch. 

If you’re your own upholsterer, 
be sure that you buy sheeting that 
is good and heavy, cut your pat- 
tern generously, and avoid jagged 
cuts and v-shape cuts which may

A grows 
the time. For others who have gar- 
den space to spare for trees, or 
even for bushes and vines, be as- 
sured that tree-ripened plums or 
vine-ripened raspberries are just 
as sweet as corn picked and popped 
immediately into a pot of boiling 
water. And, too, many of the most 
favorable fruit varieties you can 
grow in your own garden are un- 
obtainable in the markets. 

A few trees of any one kind will 
yield all the fruit a family can use 
for eating, canning, or freezing. As 
an example, a small orchard might 
contain four to six apple trees; pos- 
sibly three each of peach, pear, and 
plum; and two sour cherries. If the 
garden is too small for fruit trees 
you can still harvest a good supply 
of fruit from about 20 plants of 
grapes and 30 to 40 of raspberries 
In 


these trees and smail fruits can be 


or blackberries. most states 
planted in October or November 
when soil and weather conditions 
are ideal, and since the nursery- 
man has a full supply of all varie- 
ties in the fall, there are fewer dis- 
appointments. 

When 
of varieties, first of all consider the 


kinds the family likes best. Not 


every one cares for raspberries or 


it comes to the selection 


blackberries, but apples, cherries, 
peaches, and pears are seldom re- 
fused. Then check on the best va- 
rieties for your particular location.| 
The State Experiment Station is an 
excellent source of help as it car- 
ries on a long-range program of 
fruit study. 

In making selections of varieties 





of fruits it is well to plan for a 
succession in order to prolong the 
season. For instance, in the Mid- 
west, you might work out a list 
such as: 

Apples—Yellow Transparent for 
mid-summer, Wealthy for early fall, 
and Grimes, Jonathan, and Wine- 

‘sap for fall and early winter. 

Peaches—Champion, Halehaven, 
Elberta, and J. H. Hale. 

Pears—Seckel, followed by Lin- 
coln. 

Sour cherry—Early Richmond, 


followed by Montmorency, the 
leading variety almost everywhere. 


Sweet cherry (the best to with- 
stand late frost)—Governor Wood 
and Napoleon. 

Plums for a succession—Under- 
wood, Superior, Lombard and 
Shropshire Damson. 

Grapes — Fredonia, Portland, 
Concord, and Catawba. 

Blackberries—Eldorado.

If you live in California, Florida, 
parts of the Southwest and Texas, 
the mainstay of your fruit garden 
will probably be citrus trees.

Spring planting 
is by far the safest, but to work off 
excess enthusiasm now, send for 
Experiment Station bulletins, check 
your preferences in catalogs, and 
order your final choices for delivery 
as soon as the ground is workable 


next spring. 


The strawberry is the one fruit 
that you must not forget to mulch, 
if you live in the North. Otherwise, 
by spring, the plants may be half 
dead from drying out after frost- 
heaving. Cover the plants with a 
three to six-inch mulch of straw 
(the thickness depending on the 
cold in your own locality), soon 


after the ground begins to freeze. 
Speaking of strawberries, did 
you get a low yield this year? To 
encourage fruit set, one good home 
gardener prescribes a hive of bees. 
He picked 80 quarts of berries from 
50 plants, though most of his neigh- 
bors complained they got scarcely 
any because of the wet season. 


Gardeners who planted sweet po- 
tatoes or yams for the first time 
should be warned that the least ex- 
posure to cold weather will spoil 
their harvest. It is all right to let 
the frost kill the vines and then dig 
the sweet potatoes, but do not leave 
them overnight out of doors. They 
are more sensitive to cold than the 
traditional princess was to the pea 
found under her 100th mattress! 
They will not look damaged but 
will be absolutely inedible. Bring 
the roots inside immediately after 
harvesting and store them in an ab- 
solutely dry, frostproof spot. 
Southern cookbooks are full of 
recipes for persimmon pudding. It 
takes frost to ripen persimmons 
enough for eating raw or in pud- 
dings. Otherwise the fruit puckers 
the mouth. 

The Japanese persimmons are 
both edible 
so large that one fruit is enough 


and ornamental and 
for a single serving of dessert. If 
you live too far north to grow them, 
you can find them in the specialty 
markets. 


Cut the stalks from the asparagus 
bed and pull up tomato vines and 
burn them. Corn stalks may be 
used as a winter mulch, but if corn 
borer, ear worm, or smut appeared 
during the summer, they should 
also be burned. Remove the corn 
stubble as it interferes with spading 
or plowing. 

Cut away the old fruiting canes 
of raspberries and blackberries.

sweeping down to within six or 
eight feet of the ground (see dia- 
gram 1). Thus there is room to 
walk beneath the tree, and when 
you can see beyond the branches 
of your trees, you gain spacious- 
ness in your garden. , 

When you select a tree in the 
nursery, be sure to choose one with 
a clean, trunk and a 
clearly defined leader. If the nurs- 
ery from which you obtain your 


vigorous 


tree is a progressive one, it will 
have done at least some pruning 
on the side branches to suppress 
their growth. A tree that has been 
pruned this way will be more valu- 
able to you than one that looks 
larger but has not had the pruning 
care. For if the branches have not 
been pruned or thinned, it will be 
necessary to cut off more than 
half their growth at the time you 
plant the tree. 

Large forest trees growing close 
together in their native habitat 
develop long, clean trunks. Lack 
of light eliminates many of the 
lower branches and restricts the 
growth of the branches that remain. 

A young tree planted in an open 
position in the garden, being fully 
exposed to light and air, develops 
an abnormally heavy head of 
branches low down on the trunk 
(see diagram 2). of the 
vigorously

NDER these abnormal conditions, 
picturesque mature 
occasionally result without pruning.

storms. A dense head causes the 
premature death of inside branches. 
Consequently, it is necessary to 
check too-vigorous side branches 
to throw growth into the leader. 
Check, too, the branching pat- 
tern of the tree as a whole, care- 
fully thinning it so that all 
branches receive their due share of 
light and air, thus building a good 
permanent structure as rapidly as 
possible (see diagram 1). Pruning 
should be continued indefinitely,

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cutting back a branch to the trunk 
will eventually heal over. But if a 
short stub is left, it is almost im- 
possible for the wound to heal, 
that is, to be covered with new 
wood. 

It is tempting to leave a little 
projection from the trunk so as to 
decrease the size of the cut, but 
when this stub rots, a decay is 
started which gradually carries 
down into the trunk. 

The edges of large wounds 
should be cut cleanly with a sharp 
knife and protected immediately 
with paint or tar or one of the bet- 
ter commercial soft tar prepara- 
tions, such as “Tree-heal.” Healthy 
trees will quickly produce a callous 
of new wood around the margins 
of the wound. Large wounds may 
take several years to become com- 
pletely covered with new wood, 
and the paint or tar may need re- 
newal from time to time. When re- 
painting, do not paint over the 
_ tender new wood. 

Weeping trees, particularly if 
they are fast-growing, like the 
weeping willow, should be cut as 
shown in diagram 4. Prune so as 





to lift the head of the tree higher 

and higher in order to build a 
strong, clean, open-branching pat- 
tern.

V-crotch, is a weak and vulnerable 
spot in your trees (see diagram 1, 
insert). Severe storms and heavy 
snows first will cause a small crack 
in the crotch. Then water enters 
the crack and decay sets in. This 
decay is not noticed until suddenly 
the tree splits in two and is ruined. 





If you have a large old tree that 
has such a V-crotch, the branches 
should be supported by cabling. 
Very old trees are sometimes 
pruned by lopping back heavy dan- 
gerous branches, removing dead 
branches, and the stumps of broken 
branches. The main things to aim 
at in doing this is preserving the 
original outline of the head of the 
tree, Whenever heavy branches are 
removed, they should be cut back 
to a small living branch if this is at 
all possible. All trees with dead 
tops look ugly. You can often get 
renew their heads by 
cutting branches out to a_ point 


them to 


a foot or so below where they are 
dead, and to a side branch that 
will make growth to cover the cut. 
Oaks, for example, respond well 
to this treatment whereas birches 
do not. 

When decay has spread into the 
trunks or main branches of trees, 
the decayed wood should be re- 
moved from the cavities, treated 
with an antiseptic, and filled. This 
work, however, is best done by a 
competent tree surgeon, equipped 
with tools and materials for this

It was, of course, the most frugal move any home furnishing neo- 
phytes could have made toward getting their money’s worth.

Not only were there numerous separate items to co-ordinate 
but each architect and each builder had his own pet methods 
for putting them altogether. And in the putting-together 
process was the rub.

standards and dimensions. The dimensions of face brick di¢ 


A great deal of a workman’s time was spent in cutting an¢ 
fitting and patching. Not only time was wasted, but mate 
rials were wasted and time and money were spent in trans} 
porting the materials that were to be wasted after delivery, 

Mr. Bemis recognized that if agreement could be reached| 
among all concerned, on the same set of standard dimensions, 
so that brick, wherever manufactured, would lay up to stand- 
ard window openings into which standard windows could be 
set and so on through the structure, then building efficiency) 
could be improved and substantial savings could be made. He 
conceived a standard four-inch “module,” or measure, as the 
basis for this “dimensional co-ordinator.” 

The idea of a “module” was as old as the ancient Greek 
builders, and it had come up from time to time ever since, 
But whereas most modular design was based on the occult 
theory that certain dimensions and relationships automatt 
cally produced an aesthetic result, the Bemis idea was the 
first instance of a thorough application of the theory to strue- 
tural method. In 1926, Mr. Bemis put his idea into a book 
called “Rational Design”; and when he died he left a sum 


of money for the advancement of the theory. 


Getting Under Way 

The idea of modular design was widely recognized as hav- 
ing merit. But where to begin? It was of no avail for archi- 
tects to use a dimensional scheme to which only a few of the 
materials were keyed. It was useless for one manufacturer 
or even all the manufacturers of one material to adopt a mod- 
ular standard so long as the material had still to be cut and 
fitted to match other products. A vast amount of common 
action was called for, and thousands of separate, independent 
interests were involved. 

Shortly before the war, the American Standards Associa- 
tion (a private organization maintained by American industry) 
for the purpose of establishing standards) took the idea under, 
its wing. Soon committees representing clay products, cement) 
masonry, metal windows, wood windows, and so on were 
formed; and the tedious process of organization and agree-| 
ment was started. 

But a great deal more than mere basic agreement was called 
for. Take brick as an illustration. After the new sizes for

our home should be a place to relax in, but 

how can it be if you live on a small lot 
that has no more privacy than a goldfish bowl? The 
answer is a solid fence or wall, above eye level. 
It will screen you from the street, but take up 
little of your precious outdoor living area. 

The five fences and walls shown here give you 
some idea of the variety of such fences. Look 
around your neighborhood, too, to see how other 
people have solved this “no privacy” problem, and 
investigate all the fences that you can buy in easily 
installed sections. 

The style and materials that make up your house 
and garden should key your final selection of a fence 
or wall. You can repeat the stone or brick of your 
terrace in a wall, use a natural wood fence with 
an informal house and garden, or place a sophisti- 
cated painted enclosure along the street front of a 
town house lot. In short, build a wall or fence that

This means allowing them to sit 
nd dry off for several days in a cool, airy spot. Clean most of the dirt 
and store them before they begin to shrivel.

nd perennials to flower with the last of the camellias and with the 
zaleas. Set out at once small plants of Chinese forget-me-nots, pansies, 
allflowers, perennial. candytufts, and snapdragons.

We all know that the instinct for 
bloody make-believe is a very old 
instinct.

Wax Often—But Lightly 


Frequent waxing is another key 
to long wear and good appearance 
of But remember, 
whether you wax a floor, a piece 
of furniture or whatever, that the

secret of successful waxing is to 
apply wax film thin. Overwaxing 
linoleum defeats the whole purpose 
and serves only as a dirt-catcher 
that affords little protection to the 
floor. The reason is that while the 
top film hardens the wax under- 
neath remains soft. When applied 
film thin, in wax 
evaporates quickly and completely. 
The resulting hard, protective coat- 


the moisture 


ing makes linoleum highly resis- 
tant to wear and dirt penetration 
and helps keep it flexible and re- 
silient by preserving the oils used 
in the manufacture of linoleums. 
The likelihood of cracking or chip- 
ping is reduced as a result. 
No-rubbing (or self-polishing) 
wax is the most practical type for 
kitchens and other hard-used floors 
that need more frequent washing 
because it is the easiest to apply 
and remove. For rooms that require 
infrequent liquid or 
paste wax afford an unexcelled 
hard protective finish with a beau- 
tiful sheen. But even in these rooms 
it is usually better to use no-rub- 
bing wax if you don’t have an elec- 
tric floor polisher available. For it 
is virtually impossible to rub liquid 
or paste wax to a sufficiently hard, 
tackless finish manually on floors.

ened, wipe it off with a clean 
cloth. Never scrape it with any 


sharp object that may scratch, cut, 
or gouge the linoleum. Varnish 
can be removed in the same man- 
ner but may take vigorous scrub- 
bing with a rag because most var- 
nish films do not dissolve readily. 
Alkaline types of paint and varnish 
removers should never be used on 
linoleum! Shellac can be removed 
with denatured alcohol, following 
the same procedure as for lacquer 
or varnish. But never try to remove 
any of these coatings from print- 
ed or felt-base linoleums. They 
can’t be removed without ruining 
the surface. On the whole these 
hard coatings tend to create hard- 
to-treat traffic lanes on linoleum 


floors. 


Stains and Other Problems 


Here are more helpful hints on 
coping with stains and other special 
problems: Stubborn grease, oil, 
fruit-juice, or polish spots can often 
be removed by rubbing them with 
dry No. 0 steel wool. Remove the 
particles of steel dust and wipe 
the area with a damp cloth. Fin- 
ish with a thin film of wax. Re- 
member, though, that half the bat- 
tle is won by wiping up spots im- 
mediately. Ink, alcohol, or iodine 
stains usually respond to the treat- 
ment just described. For rubber- 
heel marks, burns, nail polish, rust, 
dip the steel wool into special floor 
cleaner or soapy water. Wipe up 
the soapy residue thoroughly and 
rinse the area with clear, cold 
water. Then apply a thin film of 
wax. Chewing gum, tar, and paint 
can be treated by first lifting off 
as much of the foreign matter as 
possible with a putty knife, using 
extreme care not to cut or gouge 
the surface. Then treat it in the 
same manner as suggested for rub-

The dry-soil kinds will get along 
attention. Like cactus, 
they should be watered very spar- 


with less 
ingly. The greatest needs of this 
still-rare group of bromeliads are 
a porous soil, that will keep water 
from standing at their roots, and 
small pots to keep their roots re- 
stricted. 

Although bromeliads will thrive 
for years on plain water, they will 
appreciate food occasionally, es- 
pecially very weak liquid manure 
(diluted to the color of weak tea). 
It is best to water with rain water. 


ROMELIADS are seldom troub- 

led by pests, but there is a minute 
black, hard-shelled scale that may 
become troublesome if allowed to 
spread. As soon as it appears, 
scrape off the scale with toothpick 
or fingernail and brush the spots 
with a miscible oil solution. 

Because they are happy with 
much less direct light than most 
plants, you'll use bromels to dec- 
orate your mantel, desk, and end 
tables, as well as almost sunless 
windowsills. For a large collection, 
a glassed-in-porch is ideal. 

If you garden in warm parts of 
the country—in Florida, the Gulf 
States, and Southern California— 
you can grow a number of species 
outdoors the year round, as border 
plants, in the patio, or in trees. 
Place them where they will get 
some shade and protect them from 
prolonged freezes. Dyckias, puyas 
and hechtias grow to massive sizes 
outdoors. 

Bromeliads are neat and attrac- 
tive at all times, and many of them 
bloom in winter, when other plants 
are dormant. In fact, you can find 
some kind of bromel to bloom every 
month of the year. Their flowers 
vary, so it is difficult to summarize 
them in a single paragraph. Some 
are in spike form high above the 
foliage; others are clustered in 
heads nestled in the leaf cups. Pine- 
cone-like flower clusters grow on 
others. The flowers themselves may 
be small and inconspicuous or large 
and showy, and with or without 
fragrance. The fruits may be richly 
colored and remain on the stalks 
for several months.

More than 
this, agreement upon basic dimen- 
sions permits an increasing shift of 
operations from the site to the fac- 
tory.

about the same cubic footage that 
you need for an average smallish 
bookease. 

If you haven’t space for your 
shelves in a basement, some pantry 
shelves will do nicely, and so will 
the back of a closet which is free 
heating pipes. Actually, if 
need be, any wall which takes book 
shelves can also take wine shelves. 
if you put ventilated doors on them 
and cool the bottles with an electric 
fan at regular intervals. 

Your 
as far 


fre ym. 


shelves should be located 
as possible from heating 
pipes and vibrations, and the ideal 
temperature for keeping wines is 
50°F. the year round. But if you 
can’t meet these conditions, don’t 
give up having a cellar in the spot 
that comes closest to the ideal. 

If your space isn’t 514’ high or 
21%’ wide, change those proportions 
as you please, but keep to the 15” 
depth, for that will easily accom- 
modate the tallest standard wine 
bottle. Keep your shelves roughly 
one foot apart, and have dividers 
at about 15” intervals so that each 
wine can have a compartment of 
its own. 

If space is really a factor, you 
might try building triangular or 
diamond-shaped sections, a section 
for each kind of wine. 

Since bottles are kept on their 
sides, it is a good idea to build 
shelves with a slight tilt up from 
the wall to prevent bottles from 
slipping, for when you get around 
to collecting Grand Montrachet, 
youll know what a 
broken bottle can be.

beans will keep the rubbish moist 
and this in turn keeps the soil 
moist and benefits the plants. By 
the time picking is over, some com- 
plete fertilizer, plus ground lime- 
stone, if needed, can be added. 
Then the mulch, manure, and old 
bean plants—Mexican bean beetles 
and all—can be dug into the soil 
to its betterment. You can do this 
now, any time until the ground 
ireezes. 

When you mulch is almost as 
important as how you mulch. If 
you mulch annuals before the soil 
has warmed, it will keep the cold 
in the soil and actually delay plant 
growth. The best time to mulch 
annuals is just after the soil warms, 
but before dry weather arrives 


IMING is also important in 

starting a permanent mulching 
program for woody plants. To 
spread a foot of mulch over the 
soil beneath a hemlock or a rhodo- 
dendron in midwinter, when the 
frost is deep in the ground, may 
harm the plant. It will keep the 
ground frozen about the roots ab- 
normally long in the spring, and 
serious foliage injury may result. 

Mulch an evergreen, instead, in 
late fall, when leaves normally fall 
from oaks. A foot of oak leaves, or 
a layer of hay and a layer of saw- 
dust, or some similar material 
added when the soil is warm will 
prevent deep freezing and allow 
the plant roots to stay active dur- 
ing late fall and early spring. 
Chances are that the only feeding 
your evergreens will need is a 
mulch of oak leaves put on every 
year at leaf-fall and never removed. 

You can see how the timing for 
evergreen mulches bears out for au- 
tumn-planted perennials. Mulched 
before the ground freezes, their 
roots will grow over a_ longer

Pick a six- 
inch pot for parsley, and choose the 
smallest plant you can find, other- 
wise you may have to sacrifice a 
section of the tap root, and thus 
weaken the plant.

leaves to pop right out. Like other 
plants, herbs need their leaves in 
order to make healthy growth. The 
best way to harvest your herbs in- 
doors is to pick the larger, older 
leaves clean to the base, leaving 
the younger ones to develop. 

Other herbs to dig for your win- 
ter window sill are the thymes and 
mints. Smallest of the mints (most 
of which would be pretty ungainly 


indoors) is the little Corsican 
mint, Mentha requieni. 
In the northern states, where 


they must be heavily mulched or 
stored indoors, rosemary and sweet 
marjoram make good indoor herbs. 
Marjoram is a neat little bush un- 
der a foot tall, and rosemary is 
somewhat larger. Rosemary’s prin- 
cipal culinary use is to flavor tea, 
but marjoram is useful in salads, 
soups and meat dishes.

You sense in this work not only the sure hand of a well- 
trained craftsman, but also the sensitivity of a true 
artist. Prestini’s work is distinguished by the exquisite re- 
finement of the material. Most of these pieces are thin 
as coins, finely tapered ct the edges, giving you at one 
time a feeling of wood’s fragility and its strength. Their 
circular form is deceptively simple. Compare them and 
you will see such subtle variations of the circle—in depth 
and shallowness and in their sensitively curved profiles— 


as only an artist could achieve in any medium.

@ The plastic dinnerware shown on page 130 
owes its museum-worthiness to clean, seamless, 
original shapes and a pleasing quality of sub- 
stantial firmness, heretofore missing in plastic 
ware, which js usually thinly made. Jon Hedu, 
the designer, appropriately harnessed the heat- 
resistant, virtually unbreakable characteristics 
of a plastic called Melmac to the uses required of dinnerware. 
The plastic’s moldability dictated the shapes. Cups and bowls 
molded in one piece stack snugly. Handles turn directly from 
the lip of the cup, eliminating dirt-catching grooves. By Water- 
town Mfg. Co. Dinner plate, about $1.50; luncheon plate, about 
$1.20; butter plate, about 80¢; fruit saucer, about 75¢; cereal 
bowl, about 90¢; cup and saucer, about $1.50 for the set. 
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These pieces are proof of the artist’s uncommon under- 
standing of the inherent loveliness of the woods with 
which he works. He never camouflages the wood with 
carved decoration which might detract from the meni 
pattern in the material itself. Instead, he makes the 
inbred beauty of the material—the grain texture, and 
natural color of each wood used—the object’s sole orna- 
ment. The wood you see in the finished piece is wood as 
it is, buffed and polished, perhaps, but never stained, 
varnished or distorted out of its natural texture. 

To own such a piece is to own a work of art, compa- 
rable in simple elegance and in the sincerity of the artist’s 


work to the agelessly graceful Chinese porcelain rice 


bowls of the Sung period. Yet this art is not costly. 

The rough-textured oak bowl at the top of the opposite 
page is 9” in diameter, costs about $15; the red-brown 
curly cherry bowl next to it, 7”, about $7. In the next row, 
a lacy-grained bird’s-eye maple platter, 914”, is about 
$7.50; the satiny curly birch platter, 91%”, about $18.50.

It takes real “‘buymanship” to sift out the durable play- 
things that every child needs. Use this sane priority 


plan. Over five years it can cost as little as $250 


them. This means planned buying of such essential, 
long-use playthings as we enumerate below. Planned 
buying depends, of course, on an understanding of the 
proper playthings for the particular child. It also re- 
quires will power, the ability to turn the back on the 
bright catch-penny gadget of the moment and stick 
to the long-range plan. 


Prepare a Priority List 

What criteria are we to follow in distinguishing the 
essentials from the non-essentials? 

Above all, such playthings should be multipurpose. 
They should be adaptable and versatile enough to serve 
the child’s diversified imaginative flights. They should 
be the kinds of materials which he can master at his own 
level, and which he can bend to his will for any desired 
activity. 

Taken as a whole, they should offer the child a bal- 
anced minimum assortment of materials and playthings 
to recreate the world he knows. Every child needs to play 
in the realms of homemaking, the industrial arts, the 
sciences, and in music, which means toys, books, and rec- 
ords. Such a broad scope stimulates discovery of the 
varied social, cultural, and physical environments which 
make up life, and should enable Junior to work by him- 
self, or with other children, with a minimum of depend- 
ence on Mother or Dad. 

It will take considerable time and effort to find 
materials which fit such a bill of particulars. But the

You can bake cakes, 
cookies, pies, muffins, rolls, and quick breads on a 
baker’s scale. You can set up production line methods 
for making tea sandwiches and hors doeuvres. You 
can prepare the food for a party weeks in advance. 
You can leave home and never be missed in the 
kitchen, Or you can arrive home at virtually the last 
moment and assemble a complete meal from the 
freezer all ready to heat and serve. 

If all this seems hard to accept, bear with us a min- 
ute, Perhaps you are thinking of those sorry cooked 
products sold now by some frozen food merchants. 


The poor, cooked-and-frozen foods you inay have 
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sampled from certain grocers prove nothing about the 
success you would have if you would freeze your own 
cooking. For freezing merely makes time stand still. 
You get out of the freezer exactly what you put into 
it. If the recipe used is a poor one, and if the cook 
is a bad one, then you get an indifferent, unappetiz- 
ing dish. Freezing merely preserves, like a good 
photograph, whatever the original may be. If you 
are a good cook, using good ingredients with care,

g, and insight, your frozen cooked foods will 


be exactly that way, too, assuming you use the proper 
procedures in packaging, freezing, and thawing. 

It is these procedures with which this article deals. 
They are so simple, but oh so necessary. Their 
very simplicity is likely to mislead you into thinking 
they don’t matter. 

Take the case of bread. Bread is one of the foods 
the freezer preserves perfectly. And it is one of 
the most convenient foods to have always on hand in

As host or hostess, can you make your guests talk? 
Here are some pointers for loosening tongues and turn- 


ing a dumb-struck party into a symposium 


Everything is going along quite well. The dinner guests 
have arrived, and you are honestly glad to see them. 
The cocktails have taken a pleasant effect. The canapes 
have turned out hot and crisp. Everybody looks happy, 
and you hear a smattering of chatter here and there in 
the room. A comfortable sound! And suddenly and 
inexplicably there is a silence. It is a silence as noticeable 
as if the waves of the ocean had ceased pounding. It is 
a hole in the social atmosphere, a malicious vacuum. 

In a room where everyone is conversing at one moment, 
how does it happen that everybody stops dead at the 
next moment? Nobody knows. But you as the hostess 
know that you must come to the rescue. You must fill the 
void with something. You try to think of the funny story 
you heard, but, of course, you cannot remember it. So 
you talk, talk, talk about anything. The conversation gets 
going again after a while, but somehow ease has evapo- 
rated, sentences have stiffened, talk has become vacuous. 

Now this happens in some of the best-regulated gather- 
ings. Some people believe that nothing can be done 
about it, that lively, scintillating talk is a matter of luck, 
and takes place only when somebody accidentally taps 
a fruity subject or uncovers a controversy. 

But can you help out luck? I believe you can. At 
least you can make some adroit opening moves; you can 
do a little suggesting and steering. 

As a hostess, you plan your menu and your seating 
arrangement. Do you ever plan the conversation? Hardly 
ever, I dare say. Yet it is obvious that conversation or 
lack of it contributes as much to the success or failure of 
an evening as the food. Ernest de Selincourt in his essay,

is curious that we are so careful of. what goes into our 
mouths and so uncritical of what goes out of them.” 
What makes good conversation? To examine this ques- 
tion, let’s for a moment ask what makes bad conversation, 
Permit me to take you back 300 years and introduce 
you to the Rev. Thomas Fuller, a London clergyman, 
very worldly wise, who, among other books, wrote an 
Introductio ad Prudentiam, an Introduction to W isdom. 
He counsels there: “Make not thy own person, family, 
relations or affairs the frequent subject of thy tattle. 
Say not my manner and custom is to do thus. I neither 
eat nor drink in a morning. I am apt to be troubled with 
corns. My child said such a witty thing last night.” 
That is obviously quite as true today. Conversation 
is not talk about you and your own affairs. It is not 
even talking yourself. Even if you are able to converse 
about more interesting subjects than your child or your 
corns, that is not conversation; it is discourse. Indeed, 
the art of conversation seems to me to be simply the 
art of making others talk.

CHRISTMAS GREENS 





re your Christmas greens evident just during 

Christmas week, bought for the occasion? Why 
not let the spirit of Christmas fill your life all year 
through, by growing greens and berries in your own 
garden? Then a little judicious pruning will give you 
enough trimmings to decorate your house lavishly at 
holiday time. 

You may argue that evergreens are far too expen- 
sive and slow-growing to cut for indoor decoration, 
True, you wouldn’t be wise to sacrifice any flower buds 
of a one-of-a-kind hybrid rhododendron, just for the 
sake of enjoying their handsome whorls of deep green 
leaves in a vase above your mantel.

Picture the lampposts along the streets twined 
with roses or sweet-scented vines. Picture a 
town so thickly grown with evergreens that 
it appears to snuggle in a sweet green wood. 
Imagine such places? You don’t have to! 
There are such towns and there could be 
many more. One of them could be yours, if 
you and other nature-loving citizens make a 
crusade to have it so. 

One community in the East, and another 
in the Middle West, have employed the simple 
device of the flower pot to brighten their 
streets. Camden on the Maine coast and Gales- 
ville in Wisconsin hang flower pots on the 
lampposts of their main streets. Camden’s are 
filled with geraniums and ivy. Galesville’s with 
geraniums, zebrina, and asparagus fern. 

In Galesville it has been some 20 years 
since the Ladies’ Conservative Club assumed 
responsibility for the decorative pots, with the 
aid of small annual grants from the village 
board. At Camden the flower pots—actually 


they are metal baskets—were the gift of the 


late Edward Bok, famous writer and one-time 
editor of The Ladies’ Home Journal. 

Mr. Bok’s son, Cary, had seen similar bas- 
kets at Royal Leamington Spa in Warwick- 
shire, England, in 1921, and pictures of them 
were used to guide two Camden craftsmen. 
The garden club plants the baskets each spring, 
the fire department hangs them, and merchants 
water those in front of their stores. 

Lampposts are decorated in another manner 
in Roger Williams Park, Providence, Rhode 
Island, where red and pink rambler roses 
climb the standards. In Shorewood, Wiscon- 
sin, a Milwaukee suburb, ivy twines up the 
lampposts. 

In Alabama there are at least six places 
that have planted themselves into beauty and 
fame. Along Huntsville streets more than 2,500 
dogwood trees cloud the town in white blos- 
soms each spring, and citizens plant additional 
trees every year. Greenville is lush with the 
beauty of widely planted Camellia japonica. 

Montgomery, the Alabama capital, is in 
season a garden of crape myrtle in white and 
shades of pink to crimson. Birmingham has 
its rose trails—roses planted closely along the 


main highways (Continued on page 198)

The Materials Supply Will Be Good 

For one thing is certain: The federal 
government will not again interfere with 
your plans. For another, the materials you 
will need will be in ample supply. You 
will be allowed to build what you want. 
You will be able to build with what you 
want. You will be able to get both mate- 
rials and workmanship of good quality. 
You will be able to complete construction 
within a normal building period without 
the problems of delays and substitutions 
that have plagued builders continuously 


during the past years. 


Costs Will Be High 

All this is in your favor. But what about 
costs? Costs will appear high—probably 
at least 70 to 80 per cent higher than 
they would have been on a comparable 
house built in 1939 or 1940. But these high 
costs now take their place in a general 
environment of high prices and high in- 
come payments. Whether they are out of 
line with other costs, it is difficult to say. 
On the whole, they probably are not. In 
recent months, moreover, building costs 
have been better behaved than prices gen- 
erally and have shown a tendency to re- 
main stable or to decline slightly while 
other prices have continued to ease upward. 
The relative position of building costs, 
therefore, has improved. 

This improvement seems likely to con- 
tinue. No drastic decline in building cost, 
however, is in clear prospect. With a con- 
tinuance of the strong inflationary pres- 
sure now on the economy, building cost

The good host or hostess lights 
the match that lights the conver- 
sational kindling wood. Sometimes 
the wood is damp, but usually the 
match is all that is necessary to 
make the fire flicker.

The people you know — your 
friends, your guests — are good 
talkers.

It does them 
good to be clipped judiciously, and 
a sprig or two of Chamaecyparis 
squarosa, oriental spruce, or yew 
will add beauty and character to a 
wreath of your own making, or will 
serve to “trim” a less interesting 
ready-made one. 

Both Douglas fir and the hand- 
some Abies concolor are soft and 
silky to handle, and their blue- 
green foliage color and wood- 
brown stems are highly effective 
with Christmas reds and with all 
sorts of cones. 

Boxwood makes a smart, glossy 
wreath and looks well, bound in 
the classic manner, with dull gold 
ribbon or gilded thongs. 

An attractive wreath that anyone 
with a moderate-size garden could 
probably duplicate might be made 
of five common evergreens, alone 
or in combination: cedar, juniper, 
arborvitae, spruce, and pine. Re- 
peat the different greens and vary- 
ing textures at definite intervals to 
give symmetry and balance. 

If you are an apartment dweller, 
with no garden to draw upon, you 
can make wreaths or garlands of 
rhododendron, southern magnolia, 
r “lemon” foliage, any of which 
your florist will supply. Occasion- 
ally you can get desert juniper, 
with its huge velvety green-blue 
berries, clusters of which make a 
plain market wreath into some- 
thing very special. California cedar, 
eucalyptus, and other unusual ever- 
greens are also sold in the large 
city markets and florist shops. 

In the country, evergreen nurs- 
eries often have overgrown speci-

Lumber after being sawed is usu- 
ally “stuck up’—piled with air 
spaces between the boards so the 
air can circulate around each board 
and thereby it becomes “‘air dried”. 
This process varies in time from 
sixty days to six or more months.

The finish retards these 
processes but does not stop them. 
Good furniture must be made so 






it will behave well in humid sum- 
mer weather as well as in dry, 
overheated houses in winter. In 
this respect furniture made in a 
modern and well-equipped factory 
is, without any doubt, better than 
that made by our ancestors. Many 
antique pieces will not stand these 
conditions and do not behave well 
under climatic changes. 

Not many people, moreover, can 
have antiques. And so we are en- 
gaged in the very pleasant task of 
manufacturing well-made furniture 
in designs that follow the lines of 
the best made in Colonial days.

Nothing 
seems to quiet children like listen- 
ing to records. Experiments have 
proved that children will listen to 
anything. Yet their taste in rec- 
ords can be greatly influenced by 
parental preferences. Increasingly, 
parents are discovering that chil-

‘able and danceable recordings that 


they themselves like. More and 
more, they are veering away from 
building up two collections—one 
for the children and one for the 
adults—and are establishing a 
family collection which members of 
all ages can enjoy.

In Sacramento, California, for 
two to three months in early sum- 
mer some 300 evergreen bull bays 
(Magnolia grandiflora) are decked | 
with perfumed white flowers that 





Sacramento citizens say are “almost 
as big as dinner plates.” The city 
cares for the trees, but they were 
planted some time before 1915 by 
Sacramentans who wanted to make 
their town more beautiful. 

Four towns in Kansas deserve to 
be on  everyone’s cross-country 
route. A few years ago the Newton 
city fathers distributed free phlox 
to every resident who would plant 
them. With the perennials went in- 
structions for planting and care.

| AKE FOREST, Illinois, a small 

lakeshore city covering a large 
area, appears to be a park wound 
with curving lanes and_ heavily 
planted with flowering shrubs and 
magnificent shade trees. 
Ohio, through its Department of 
Forestry, has been supervising the 
planting of white-flowering dog- 
wood along highways leading from 
state forest-parks to limits of near- 
by towns. A stretch of highway be- 
tween Loudonville and the Mohi- 
can Forest is an example. 

An outstanding effort to beautify 
a highway approach is the placing 
of roses on both sides of the road 
between York and Lancaster, Penn- 


sylvania. Before the war, the Penn- 
sylvania Highway Department had 
begun planting roses along all im- 
proved state highways. 

The Connecticut Development 
Commission, in association with the 
State Highway Department, has 
sponsored mass plantings of dog- 
wood and mountain laurel (Kalmia 
latifolia) along principal _ state 
roads. Community garden clubs 
raised funds which the two state 
agencies used to purchase the trees 
and shrubs at cost. The local clubs 
selected the planting sites: the 
Landscape Division of the Highway 
Department did the work. Each 
planting is marked with a boulder 
plaque which names the local fund- 
raising organization. 


World Wer II memorial proj- 
A ect, called the Blue Star Memo- 
rial, that started in the planting of 
flowering dogwoods along five miles 
of New Jersey State highway, has 
developed into a national project. 
The National Council of State Gar- 
den Clubs took up the idea and, at 
this writing, 18 of the possible 41 
member states have started memo- 
rial plantings of trees, shrubs and 
flowers suitable to their areas. 

Towns fortunate enough to be 
the locations of commercial flower 
growers and nurserymen are in an 
ideal position to bower themselves 
with leaf and bloom. There are 
many such places; here are five: 

Three are in Michigan—Ovid for 
gladioluses, Holland for tulips, Ad- 
rian for chrysanthemums. Van 
Wert, Ohio, calling itself the na- 
tion’s peony center, is in spring a 
huge civic bouquet. Near Jesuit 
Bend, Louisiana, Creole lilies blow 
in profusion. 

Lilies also distinguish the sub- 
urban city of Maplewood, New 
Jersey. Every June large clumps 
of them bloom in the foreground 
of shrub plantings in the central 
green, that is flanked by the rail- 
road station and municipal build- 
ing. The lilies are all raised from 
seed by Richard Walter, able hor- 
liculturist and supervisor of Ma- 
plewood’s parks. 

During the war an English fac- 
tory worker, far from his homeland, 
confessed that it was not his na- 
tive London he was fighting for, not 
even his home street, but Epping 
Forest, the quiet green place where 
he had spent his bank holidays. 
H. V. Morton, the popular English 
travel writer, was in Palestine near 
the end of World War I, and he too 
was longing for his homeland. He 
too was a Londoner, but he remem- 
bered not Piccadilly, but the “vil- 
lage street at dusk .. .”

To freeze fresh-baked bread or 
quick breads of any kind, allow 
them to cool thoroughly first. If 
your family is small and has only 
a mild appetite bread, the 
loaves may be cut in half before 
freezing. Wrap individual loaves, 


for 


or family-size servings, in a large 
sheet of moistureproof cellophane 
so the over-folds and end-folds can 
be heat-sealed with the tip of a 
warm hand iron (or heat-sealing 
iron specially designed for this). 
If wrapping is not  self-sealing, 
over-folds and end-folds will have 
to be sealed with sealing tape. 
When packages are air-tight, place 
them in the freezer. If a transpar- 
ent wrapping such as cellophane 
is used, no labeling is necessary. 
Otherwise, indicate contents and 
date on outside of wrapper with a 
china marking pencil or crayon. 
Let yeast rolls, muffins and bak- 
ing-powder biscuits cool thoroughly 
before wrapping them for the 
freezer. (The cooling of all baked 
and cooked foods before 
packaging them for the freezer is

an inviolate rule.) Wrap pan rolls 
for freezing the same as_ bread. 
Meal servings of individual rolls 
or biscuits can be bagged: Use 
medium- or large-size moisture- 
vaporproof self-sealing bags, press 
out air from inside of bag, double- 


fold over the top and heat-seal. 


You Can Have Your Cake— 
And Freeze It, Too 


Cakes, cup cakes, and tea cakes 
of all kinds freeze very well. Also 
they can be frosted prior to freez- 
ing. However, to frost cakes for the 
freezer, use either butter or cooked 
candy-type icing. Butter frostings, 
because they contain a good deal 
of fat, stay soft and creamy dur- 
ing storage The cooked candy type 
is not quite as satisfactory for 
frosting as it is for filling, unless 


a small amount of honey or corn ° 


syrup is added to keep the frosting 
and 


crumbling when cut. Cream fillings 


moist prevent cracking or 
are not recommended for cakes for 
freezing since they spoil readily. 
Neither are soft frostings advised 
because they stick to the wrap- 
pings and become spongy. 

After cakes are cooled and icing 
is set, wrap them in a large square 
of moistureproof paper: Place cake 
at one end of square, bring paper 
up over cake, then heat-seal or 
tape side edges together around 
base of cake, folding sealed edges 
under cake or trimming them. Be- 


cause the cake may get mashed in 
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cake inside a folding carton 
suitable size. 

When freezing cup cakes, 
them in a waxed folding ¢ 
(two layers with moisturepr 
enough). Label the top of cart 
then wrap carton in moisturepr¢ 
cellophane, heat - sealing overlg 
ping edges and end-folds. 

Cookies for the freezer may 
packed in a carton like cup cak 
or, if care is taken, they may 
bagged like rolls.

Allow 
the bakec pies to cool thoroughly 
before packaging. But if pies are 
to be frozen unbaked, there are 
two steps which differ slightly from 
the regular proceduré: To prevent 
the juice from soaking into the 
bottom crust, heat the thickening 
“(preferably corn starch or tapi- 
oca) combined with the sugar and 
water, then pour the cooled thick- 
ening over fruit in the pastry-lined 
tins. Do not cut vents in the top 
crust until the frozen pie is placed 
in the oven for baking. 

Protect the pies in the freezer 
by placing anothex paper pie plate 
over each. Then wrap in a large 
square of moistureproof paper and 
insert the wrapped pie in stockin- 
ette. Labeling pies with the date 
is important since certain kinds of 
unbaked pies have a storage life of 
only four months; baked six months. 

Chiffon pies, of course, must be 
frozen baked. But they freeze ex- 
cellently. They will keep in very 
good condition six months. 

Pumpkin and squash pies are 
hard to handle from table top to 
range before they are baked. let 
alone trying to balance the fluid 
contents from table top to freezer. 
Our suggestion in this matter is 
that you take your 
tins to the freezer and there pour

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I got were very different things. 

Until I dined at the Chanticleer 
in Derry, New Hampshire, I firmly 
believed that there was not a res- 
taurant in all New England where 
you could order, and get, real fried 
chicken, Southern style. 

I had no trouble obtaining the 
recipe. The trouble came in my 
kitchen later. Something less of 
erispness without and meltingness 
within, but mainly something far, 
far less of flavor. Thinking the 





recipe took for granted what 
needed plain saying to me, I started 
on a zealous search through South- 
ern cookbooks to find the magic 
word. It remains unspoken to this 
day, by the way, although my 
recipe file bulges with Deep-South 
recipes. There is something I still 
look for in my own fried chicken, 
though I should like to believe the 
friend who assures me that “it’s all 
in the chicken.” She holds that 
what she calls a “counter chicken” 
is no longer fit for frying. Short of 
staking out a chicken run of my 
own, I do not know how to be quite 
sure of this point. 

Meanwhile, I learned that South- 
ern cooks scrub chicken with a 
cut lemon, no matter how they go 
on from there.

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formation to turn out delicious 
cakes. The General Foods Corp., 
incidentally, also put out two sup- 
plementary pamphlets which are 
delightful to own. They are Cake 
Secrets and Baker’s Favorite Choc- 
olate Recipes. 

Now, at last, I could make good 
cake, but I still could not make 
bread. I wanted raised rolls, and 
even more than those, I wanted cof- 
fee cake. The standard manuals I 
owned talked lightly of “let rise 
till double,” but they reckoned 
without my ignorance. I literally 
had no idea how long it took for a 
sponge to double in bulk. I could 
have experimented, of course, but 
it seemed like too good an excuse 
to borrow a few cookbooks at the 
public library. In no time at all, 
I found a nice explicit recipe in 
the Yankee Cook Book for “white 
bread for two.” It leaves nothing 
to the reader’s foreknowledge and 
therefore answered my prayers. 


HEN I made another of my big 
finds. This was a book called Easy 
Baking by Emily Riesenberg. In it 
are simple recipes for Plain Coffee 
Cake and for Quality Coffee Cake. 


The second is for company meals 





and is finer—and more expensive 
than the first. But Plain Coffee 
Cake a la Riesenberg is exceeding- 
ly good; and her recipe for streusel 
topping (a judicious mixture of 
flour, sugar, cinnamon, and butter) 
is up to my fondest childhood 
standards. When the holidays ap- 
proach, I shall try some of her 
little cakes, lebkuchen 


(honey cakes), despite the amount 


notably 


of stirring and beating involved— 
which is prodigious. 

Even Easy Baking seemed to me 
a little orthodox on pies, so joy- 
ful was the day I encountered 
Mrs. F. La G. Harris’s Pies A 
Plenty. You want to be careful how 
you take up this book, for I believe 
it is quite impossible to put it 
down again without promptly bak 
ing a pie. 

Among my _ favorite cookery 
“escape literature” is Helmut Rip- 
perger’s Spice ‘Cookery. Mr. Rip- 
perger’s is a generous nature, and 
he does not stint the butter. sugar, 
and cream. His book is fun to read, 
and some of the recipes, such as 
the ones for apple sauce cake and 
black walnut cake, do not tax the 
budget or the current supplies too 
unduly. 

Mr. Ripperger speaks feelingly 
of cinnamon toast (likewise a weak- 


ness of mine) and deplores the fact 


that, whereas it can be so good, it 
so equally seldom is. There follows

of my keen enthusiasm in the field 
of kitchen thrift and efficiency for 
two books a little off my beaten 
track. One is Ruth  Brindze’s 
Stretching Your Dollar in War- 
time, which is as applicable to the 
period we are now in as it ever was 
during the war. In the matter of 
wise buying it tells all. 

The other book is Linda Marvin’s 
Housekeeping Made Easy. You re-

her reflections on wartime food and 
cookery in England—and much 
else besides. Also, there is a chap- 
ter or so of recipes. 

Mrs. M. F. K. Fisher’s books on 
food also furnish literature rather 
than technique. What recipes ap- 
pear, are more decorative than 
practical. Mr. Fadiman calls their 
value “incantatory.” Yet one of 
them is nothing if not practical. I 
keep it in my files as a backlog, 
and if I hope the day may never 
come when I have need of it, this 
is not because it sounds so very 
unpalatable, either. It appears in 
How to Cook a Wolf and is labeled: 
“How to keep alive for four days 
on fifty cents.” 

Quite other aspects of food en- 
grossed Mrs. Fisher when she 
wrote Serve It Forth. In this she

In the Northwest, heavy winter rains often beat flowers of the 
Christmas rose to the ground, where they are spattered with mud 
and become useless for garden ornamentation or picking for the 
house. As plants may flower late this month or next, it would, there- 
fore, be wise to spread a thick mu!ch of leaf mold or peat moss about 
the base of the plants. Putting glass over the tops of the plants is a 
laborious task and gives the plants a too pampered look, although 
it does keep the flowers in fine condition if they are needed for 
picking for arrangements. 


For winter flowers in a small way, Iris unguicularis helps fill the 
bill in mild areas. However, it needs a dry spot with rather poor 
soil in the sun. The poor soil won't be hard to find, but the dry spot 
and the place in the sun might be a little more difficult. Flowers are 
lavender. Foliage needs protection from slugs and snails. 


Any mild December day is a good time to top-dress your lily-of- 
the-valley bed. An inch-thick cover of leaf mold and rotted manure 
will do the trick. Apply the dressing over the bed, covering all of 
the plants, including leaves, which will add to the fertilizer value 
of the dressing. This dressing gives the bed a neater winter appear- 
ance, too, than the old half-dead foliage. 


In some years cold weather abruptly brings all gardening opera- 
tions up North to an end in early December. There are open seasons, 
however, when it is possible to continue working in the garden. Take 
advantage of such years to do necessary pruning of trees and shrubs. 


This is a good time, too, to check to see that all your shrubs have 
ample space for full development. Perhaps, to secure immediate land- 
scape effects, you planted them close together. The extra plants should 
have been removed before they became overcrowded, but this is sel- 
dom done, so your shrub border has most likely become a mass of 
tangled branches. 


If you live in an area where certain plants require a winter mulch, 
you can cover them now. If you wait for the ground to freeze solid, 
this might delay the operation until the weather is too disagreeable 
for outdoor chores. A good way to protect a hybrid tea rose is to draw 
a cone of soil up around its base, and fill the intervening spaces be- 
tween the plants with a good mulch of cow manure or humus from 
the compost pile. 


When frost has heaved your newly planted iris rhizomes out of the 
ground, do not try to push them back or to dig and reset them. Iris 
rhizomes are much better off if they can sit a little higher than the 
surrounding soil and then you can add a little fresh soil to their loca- 
tion. Until winter rains compact this soil, you can hold it in place 
by placing around the area a little pen of small stoneseor a number 
of small tree limbs. 


Big geraniums in the house that get bigger and bigger during the 
winter can profitably be made into cuttings as fast as the tips get 
tough enough. Thus, when spring arrives, the old plant should be no 
bigger than when it was brought in, and you should have a nice set 
of its kind almost ready to bloom in their five-inch pots. 


It is often the amount of light that comes through a window which 
controls the success or failure of certain kinds of potted plants in a 
house. Begonias like a strong light and will color up properly only 
with sunlight. Geraniums like strong sunlight. Primroses and cycla- 
mens do without sunlight, preferring unfiltered north lighting, while 
African violets like the sunlight slightly veiled with either an out- 
side screen or a gauzy curtain. Choose the plant to fit the spot.

next year will depend mainly upon 
the increased productivity of labor 
—and it is difficult to increase ef- 
ficiency when jobs are plentiful and 
demand is strong. 

Barring some major disruption 
elsewhere in our economic system, 
changes from the present cost situ- 
ation are likely to be gradual. In 
respect to a specific house, they 
probably will not be great enough 
to affect the result very materially, 


as far as 1948 is concerned. 


The Advantage of Further 
Waiting Is Doubtful 


If you want a new house now, 
there is little if any evident ad- 
vantage to be gained in putting off 
your plans. If you own the house 
you are living in, you will be able 
to sell it at a price inflated at about 
the same degree as building cost. 
In this case, the margin of new ex- 
penditure may not be much over 
what it would have been on a pre- 
war transaction. If you are renting 
your present house, you can un- 
questionably anticipate an increase 
in rent so that, in this case, your 
monthly payments on a new house 
may not be out of line at all. 


Take housing cost in relation to 
the whole environment of prices, 
values, and rents. The situation is 
not unpropitious for new building. 
While 1948 may not prove to be the 
most favorable year for building 
that we shall see in the next decade, 
it will probably not be called a bad 
year. And the gain from waiting 
longer is a dubious one. 


Be Cautious About 
Over-Building 


Nevertheless, costs being what 
they are, it is no time for extrav- 
agance, for overbuilding, or for 
overgadgeting. As long ago as the 
Seventeenth Century, Thomas Ful- 
ler, a worthy of that period, gave 
this advice: “A house had better be 
too little for a day than too great 
for a year. And it’s easier borrow- 
ing of thy neighbor a brace of 
chambers for a night, than a bag 
of money for a twelvemonth. It is 
vain therefore to proportion the 
receipt to an extraordinary occa- 
sion, as those who by overbuilding 
their houses have dilapidated their 
lands.” 

This advice is as good in 1948 
as it was in 1642. Build solidly,

build what you need, but build 
modestly. Remember that a house 
can be planned for future expan- 
sion, and plan it that way rather 
than risk overburdening yourself or 
reducing the quality of what you 
build. Remember also that a great 
many desirable items of equipment 
can be added later, and that there 
is as much pleasure in improving 
your house from year to year as 
there is in building it in the first 
instance. Remember also that there 
are furniture and furnishings to 
buy and that a place must be kept 
for them in your budget. 


Use Your Head 
About Borrowing 


If it is good advice not to over- 
build, it is equally sound counsel 
not to over-borrow. Credit is easy 
today, interest rates are low, and the 
repayment period can be stretched 
out so long as to make monthly 
payments beguilingly small. But 
a mortgage loan is a long, long 
loan, and no one can foretell his 
income or the value of his house 
over a 15- 
period. 


to 25-year payment 


The chances are that you will be 
buying with relatively cheap dol- 
lars and in the end repaying with 
relatively expensive dollars. The 
monthly payment, once fixed, stays 
fixed for the whole term of the 
loan, and a payment that looks easy 
today may be burdensome ten years 
from now. 

Consequently, the best plan in a 
time like this is to invest past sav- 
ings rather than future income in 
your house. In other words, pay 
down as much as possible, borrow 
as little as possible, and pay back 
as quickly as possible. However you 
may feel about it, your present ac- 
cumulations have been saved in a 
high-price, high-income, easy-money 
period. They are probably cheap 
dollars in terms of what they would 


buy over the long pull, and they 
are related to present-day values, 
which are high values. The dollars 
you have to pay back will be tomor- 
rows dollars and may be harder to 
get. 

You may lose by borrowing too 
much, for you will be gambling 
that prices stay high or go higher 
over a long period. This may hap- 
pen, but it is a dangerous chance 
to take. On the other hand, you 
certainly cannot hurt yourself by 
foregoing the temptations of easy 
credit. 

With a pay- 
ment, you have a margin for in- 


substantial down 


creasing your loan if your affairs 
should turn out badly; and your 
risk of foreclosure will be dimin- 
ished if values should decline. If 
however, things should go well 
and values generally should rise, 
the value of your equity will in- 
crease correspondingly. A substan- 
tial equity, saith the preacher, is 
an anchor in a storm, but a large 
loan is like an overloaded ship.

These admonitions are offered in 
the way of caution and not of dis- 
couragement. Next year will offer 
a better building climate than any 
we have had since the war, and

reward and, in terms of higher 
rents, it may bring a real penalty.

But caution 
should be a guide and not a frustra- 
tion. If you need a house and are 
ready to build, by all means plan 
for the springtime.

When there are only a few rab- 
bits in the neighborhood, and _ it 
seems unnecessary to protect choice 
plants with wire, you should exam- 
ine your plants periodically, and 
particularly after a heavy snow or 
when everything is coated with ice. 
When rabbits attack plants in the 
same area each night, the damage 
is usually the work of only one or 
two. 

These visits can be broken by 
trapping. The old-style wooden box 
trap, in which the door drops verti- 
cally when the trigger is sprung, 
works well. The best place to lo- 
cate the trap is where the pests 
customarily enter your garden. A 
piece of apple or carrot makes 
good bait. If you dislike killing the 
cottontails, try trapping them alive 
and releasing them farther out in 
the country. They will be unlikely 
to return, within a year at least, 


because they travel only short 
distances. 
Household mouse traps near 


damaged plants will help control 


field mice, too. These practical 
hints on details come from the 
Middle West: Try  unroasted, 


shelled peanuts for bait, tying one 
kernel to the trigger of each trap; 
small pieces of sweet potato or 
apple will also attract them. Shield 
the traps from rain and birds by 
placing each in a sizable tin can 
laid horizontally and open at both 
ends. Prevent rusting of the traps 
by wiping the wires with an oily 
rag. Also, try placing a commercial 
poison bait in wide-mouthed bottles 
or cans, laid horizontally, or in 
mice runways.

Tests of hybrid tomatoes at the 
Cornell Agricultural Experiment 
Station the past two years proved 
that one hybrid produced twice as 
much early ripening fruit as the 
best of three standard early varie- 
ties of tomatoes: Earliana, Victor, 
and Valiant. The top-performing 
hybrid tomato was a cross of Earli- 
ana and Valiant. According to 
Professor H. M. Munger, the hy- 
brids produce a number of very 
small fruits, but in his yield fig- 
ures, no fruits smaller than three 
ounces each were counted. 


A few pots in the kitchen window 
are both cheerful and_ useful.
